find in that Letter is his real Intention. 

He deſires you will heartily thank Monſieur 
de Wit in his Name, for the kind and obliging 
Anſwer he return'd Gamarre as to what he told 
him on the Part of Caſtel Rodrigo, that the States 
ought to open their Eyes at this Conjun- 
cure, Cc. | 

By the laſt Advices the King received from A4 
merica by way of Holland, he is inform'd his For- 
ces there have taken the Ifle of Montſerrat from 
the Engliſh, and that they were going to attack 
Nevis, but tis not likely they'll takeffit. Upon 
which his Majeſty has ordered me to write to you 
from him, that if the Engliſ make any Inſtances 
eo wg for Reſtitution bf the ſaid Ifles, you muſt 
make no difficulty of promiſing it, it being his 
Majeſty's Intention, that if England reſtores A 
cadia to him, every thing be put in America in 
the Condition they were in before the War, pro- 
vided the Engliſh oblige themſelves reciprocally 
to do the fame, as for any thing that may hap- 
pen, and that their Arms cake any of the IHlands 

or 
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or Territories belonging to the King, of which 
we may not yet have an Account. 
In the Second Place, if the Plenipotentiaries of 
Holland demand reſtitution of St. Euſfachia, Tobago, 
and the Colony of Baumerona, you muſt refer the 
Matter to his Majeſty, and excuſe your ſelf as 
not having Inſtructions of his Pleaſure therein. 

In the Third Place, as to the new Propoſal

In the Fourth Place, when they preſs you to make 
a declaration of his Majeſty's Demands, in or- 
der to an Accommodation with Spain , anſwer, 
that I have written to you, that Affair may be better 
treated of here with Monſieur van Beuningen, than 
there. I have not inform'd his Majeſty by an Ex-

Xpecting the arrival of the Ambaſſadors of 
England and Sweden, we believ'd it was con- 
venient in order to promote our Negotiation 
the moſt we poſſibly could, to confer with the 
Plenipotentiaries of Denmark and the States, as 
well to concert together what we had to propoſe, 
as to judge more eaſily by the Overtures that 
ſhou'd be made, in what might conſiſt the greateſt 
Difficulties we had to ſurmount: to this end we 
deſir'd them to meet Friday, laſt the 20th of this 
Month, at my Houſe ; where being all met, the

As to extinguiſhing Claims on both Sides, we have 
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Lords the States being entred into a War, and 
your Majeſty and the King of Denmark not being 


ingag'd cherein, but to aid and affiſt them, it was 


their part firſt to explain themſelves, by commu- 
nicating to us the Inſtructions that had been given 
them by their Maſters, which were in Subſtance, 
that they ought to eſtabliſh for the Foundation of

it in general Terms, that each of the Parties ſhall 
keep the Places which they arg actually in Poſſeſ- 
ſion of at the Day of Signing.

The Second Propoſition of Mr. 4s Beverning 
was, that by the Treaty concluded in 1662, be- 
tween the King of Great-Britain and the States, it 
was incerted in the Articles 6, 7 and 8, that Re- 
bels ſhould be baniſn'd on both Sides, 28 Days af- 
ter it ſhou'd be requeſted ; that upon this Foun- 
dation, as they had a great many Engliſ) Officers 
that were in the Service of the States, the King 
of Great-Britain pretended they ought to oblige 
them to withdraw elſewhere, and wou'd charge 
their Maſters, in caſe of Refufal, to have broken 
the Treaty, which might farniſh new Pretexts of 
quarreling. That they had alſo Exgliſh Minifters 
in Holland, for not being willing to conform to 
the Ceremonies of England; that it might be de- 
manded, that they ſhould not be ſuffered, at leaſt 
if ſome underſtanding was not come to, with the 
Engliſh, on thoſe Articles. 5 

It was anſwered with reſpect to the Officers, 
that putting in the Treaty a general Clauſe, im- 
porting an Amneſty for the Subjects on both Sides, 
they could no longer be conſidered as Rebels; and 
they wou'd avoid, by this means, to enter into 
the Explication of the Treaty of 1662, which 
the Engliſh wou'd ſettle for the Foundation of the

The fifth Gondition was, That according to the

We diſpatch 
2 Courier to give an Account to your Majeſty 
of che Difficulties that Stop us; and beg you at the 
ſame time to order Monſieur de Ravigny to write to 
the Chancellor of England, to put an end to 'em. 
We have ſent in Concert with the Plenipatentiaries 
of Denmark, and the States, the Originals of our 
Powers to the Ambaſſadors of Sweden, Theſe Am- 
baſſadors made us a Viſit, and thew'd us a Copy 


which they had themſelves compar'd with the Ori- 


ginal Powers of Meſſeurs Hollis and Coventry ; they 
ſpoke to us alſo of the Suſpenſion of Arms, and a 
Conſideration for the two Ships; to which it was 
anſwer'd as before. We read in the Preſence of 
the Allies the Copy of the: Powers of the Engiiſh 
Ambaſſadors, it was found to be good in Form, and 
we reſolv'd to declare to the Mediators that we were 
ready to enter upon the Treaty. 

1 here ſend your Majeſty the Copy of a Let- 
ter that Sieur de Wit wrote me, with che Project

E have receiv'd, Sir, the Letter which you 
gave your ſelf the trouble to write us the 
z0th of this Month. The Libel which the Mar- 
quis of Caſtel! Rodrigo has taken the Liberty to ſend 
a Copy of to His Majeſty himſelf, is not yet come 
hither. *Tis probable enough we ſhall ſoon ſee it, 


ſince they have already ſent here a great quantity 


of Copies, the ſ;me what you will find in this 
Pacquer ; nothing is more inſolent nor unjuſt ; but 


if tne Temetity is extraordinary, the Puniſhment 


wili not be long coming after it. We fhall not 
lhew the Letter you wrote to the Marquis de /s 
Fuentes, and to which it wiil be difficult for him to 


Sive an Anſwer. 
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* We ſhall explain our Selves to Morrow to the 
ds Egli Ambaſſadors, upon the Affairs which relate 
to what we have to regulate wich them; we ex- 
ar pect for that Purpoſe, that His Majeſty will let us 
of. know bis Intentions as to the Iſland of AMontſerat. 
eit Lou will ſee by the Letter that we have done our 
ſelves the Honour to write to him,that we have been 
1a. inform d his Troops have not yet taken the Iſland 
fel of Nevis. Meſſieurs Hollis and Coventry made their 
af. Entrance Yeſterday, without giving us Notice of it; 
m. ſo we did not ſend our Coaches to attend them. In 
5. all appearance thoſe of Sweden will do the ſame, 
of and this will prevent any Diſpute to ariſe amongſt 
f us: The Equipage of the Engliſh is grand and mag- 
nificent; the King their Maſter has given them 
(as Madam Ffolli told us) each Ten Thouſand 
Crowns for it, and Four Hundred Jacobus's ; that 
i to fay, Five Thouſand Four Hundred Livers a 
Month. We ſhall put our ſelves in a Condition 
not to be behind-hand in point of Expences, and 
we hope His Majeſty will aſſiſt us to maintain it, 
otherwiſe we ſhall run the Hazard of falling into 
Contempt. We do not find the States are difpos'd 
to any Suſpenſion of Arms , this wou'd be the true 
Way ro make the Negotiation laſt, They have not 
yer propos'd any thing that appears unreaſonab!e, 
and the delay comes from the Parc of England, and 
the Mediatorss We have ſhewn the Way to the 
firſt how to haſten it, if they had been willing, but 
ter the Advances we have made, it had been need- 
leſs, and againſt Dignity to preſs it further. As ſoon 
as the Swedes came, we omitted nothing to make it 
appear who it was that kept Things back fo. If 
Monſ. d'Iſola attempts to ſet other Matters a- foot 
than what ate contain'd in our Inſtructions, we 
ſhall oppoſe it as ſtrongly as His Majeſty requires, 
that they may be rejected. Monſieur de Mit preſſes 
ne every Day to know what would content His 
Majeſty, as you ſee by the laſt Letter be wrote me. 
"4 ok N z 3 L an- 
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I anſwer'd him, That it was not the King's Part to 


explain himſelf ; but it was for them to begin the 


Offer. We ſhall divert all the Inſtances that ſhall be 
made us upon this Subject, to the end that Mon- 
ſieur van Beuningben may have Orders about it for 
the Future. We have conferr'd with the Plenipo- 
tentiaries of Denmark and the States. The firſt had 
laid a Project, in which they demand the Reſtitu- 
tion of the Orcades, without even paying the Mo- 
ney borrow'd upon em, under ptetence that the 
Poſſe ſſion was worth a great deal more than the 
Intereſt of the Sum lent by the Kings of Scotland. 
We have giv'n them to know, that we did not he- 
lieve we cou'd do em any Service to obtain what 
they pretended to; and indeed they agreed, not to 
make the Demand, but to hinder the Preſcription. 
They had alſo form'd an Article which concern d 
the Publick Manifeſto againſt the King their Ma- 
ſter, in terms that would have provok d the Eng- 
liſh, We adviſed them to ſoften their Expreſſions, 
and Monſieur Beverning is entirely of our Opinion 
upon this Point, as well as upon the other Articles, 
which were, to ſpeak freely to you, ill enough di- 
geſted. Theſe Gentlemen, who are of a ſweet and 
tractable Temper, have promis'd us to change them; 
and upon the Complaint which we had renew'd 
touching the Title of King of France attributed in 
their Power to the King of Great Britain, they have 
own'd to us that they have another where it is not; 
and have promis'd us to communicate it to the Me- 
diators. Pray be not afraid that we will for that 
ſtop the Negotiation a Moment, in caſe of Diffi 
- culty we ſhall permit it, becauſe it does not appear 
we know any thing, that the Copy of that which 
might ſatisfy the Engl:ſh, was deliver'd to them; 
but if this cannot be done without loſing time, it 
is convenient that the King's Allies do not autho- 
rize a Title that the King of Great Britain uſurps 
without any Foundation. 5 
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The Pleni tiaries of the States have only 

communicated the two Articles which are to be a 
Foundation for all the Treaty, and which concern 
the Extinction of all Claims on both Sides, and the 
Clauſe by vertue of which each ſhould remain in 
poſſeſſion of the Places either poſſeſs d at the Time 
of ſigning the Treaty. We have alter d ſome Terms 


that mighe be applied to the Ifle of Poleron; by

which it appeat d, that it had not been reſtor 
which was contrary. to what 2 endeavour d 
perſwade us: All this went off very quietly and 
I believe they are ftill eontented with our Pro- 
ceedings as we have reaſon to commend theirs. _ 
We made a Viſit to the Engliſh Ambaſſadors, who 
have repeated to us, That the King, their Maſter, 
demanded Satisfaction in Money for the two Ships, 
the Bona venture and Good. Hope, in lien for the Loſs 
his Subjects receiv'd in the Ifle of Poleron. We have 
anſwer d that the States declar'd, that provided the 
Alternative was accepted, all Demands ſhou'd be 
laid aſide, and each, keep what either poſſcſs'd ; but 
they kept firm to that Point, and by the Temper 
we find the States in, we do not believe they will 
allow any Thing on account of the two Ships and 
poleron. We have ſent to compliment the Ambaſſa- 
dors of Sweden, and have preſs'd them to come in- 
cognito to Breda, without ſtaying for their Equipage 
and Liveries, which cannot be got ready in Fifteen 
Days: We have mention'd ſome Examples that we 
have been whole Months incognito, not omitting to 
treat of Buſineſs. and that they might do the 
2 and advance this great Work by their Me,

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E have fent you back La Ferte, imagining

* 'conclude the Peace. We have alſo gone farther

© Treaty of 1662, as in the other Articles: In 
© a word, after we had cxplain'd our ſelves to them 
upon what concern'd the Matters that are to be

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© them underſtand that the Intereſt of Denmark 


ſhou'd not hinder us, we have ſo plainly made it 
appear that the Peace is in their own Power; 
that we had no more to do but to wait for the 
Anſwer they ſhou'd receive thereupon to what 
they haye written to London, They underſtood 
very well the Condition of Affairs. They faw 
clearly where it muſt end, if the King of Great 
Britain wou'd have a Peace, and that he had not 
ſomes other Conſiderations to delay the conclu- 
ding it, he wou'd ſend them exact Orders; for 
they have told us, and repeated it many times, 
they had none to comply. If neyertheleſs they 
remain firm in the firſt Reſolution, it ſeems there 
might yet be Expedients found out by which we 
might extricate our ſelves out of this Difficulty. 
The States inſiſt upon it always as a Point of Ho- 
nour that the Suit which concerns the Ships Bona- 
venture and Good Hope be referr d to the Admiralty 
of Amſterdam; if the Engliſh wou'd conſent to it, 
which we believe we may be able to obtain , the 
Honour of the States wou'd be fſav'd ; ſince they 
have got the Terms of the Treaty of 1662, to be 
explain'd according to their own Mind. At the 
Extremity it might be propos'd to both Parties to 
refer to His Majeſty's Arbitrement the Explica- 
tion of theſe Words, Litem inceptam proſequi, and 
alſo, even the Extinction of Damages if due;

OST High, moſt Excellent, and moſt Po- 
tent Prince, Our moſt dear good Brother ; the 
Archbiſhop of Ambrun, your Majeſty's Ambaſſador 
at this Court, has deliver'd me your Majeſty's Let- 
ter of the gth Currant, accompanied with a Book 
and a Writing of yours repreſenting largely the Mo- 
tives that, induced your Majeſty to take up Arms, 


by vertue of the Rights which are ſaid to belong to 
you 
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you upon the Provinces of the Low. Countries ; as 


to which, you will be ſatisfy'd more particularly. 


But in the mean time, I have not been willing to 
defer anſwering the aforemention d Letter, which 


by 


has caus'd in me a great Admiration by the Novelty 
of ſuch a Deſign : And tho your Majeſty inſinu- 


ates that the moſt Chriſtian Queen, my Siſter, (who 


is in Glory) acquainted the Marquis de la Fuentes 
with it, and I well remember that he wrote to me 
upon this Affair, I always believ'd that it was no- 
thing but Domeſtick Diſcourſe, and in confidence, 
ſince this was not done with the Formalities of an 
Ambaſſador, or of your Majeſty's Miniſter, or 
in your Royal Name; and I am ſo much the more 
confirm'd in the Truch of this, becauſe having an- 
ſwer d the Marquis a ſmall part of the many Things 
I was able to ſay, no more was ſaid of it; and the 
being ſilent after it, muſt be becauſe Information 
had been given of the Right of the King, my Son , 
and cwas plainly acknowledg d. Beſides, that this 


Inſinuation was not made at all with the requi- 


fire Formalities by the Articles of Peace, in order 
to prevent the-Rupture, principally having regard 
to what is certain was ſtipulated in the goth Ar- 
ticle of the Pyrenean Treaty. That Demands of this 
Nature, tho they had not been renounc'd, ought 
not to be proſecuted by Arms, but by an amicable 
Way and Courſe of Juſtice : And ſince your Ma- 
jeſty ſays now that you are ready to make an ami- 
cable Accommodation, I agree to it alſo moſt wik 
lingly, being (as I am) diſpos'd to enter into a 
Conference upon the ſaid Rights; and that they 
Examine the Juſtice of em, or the Means of Agree-

1 Take hold of the Opportunity of the Coutiet 
that returns to Paris, to ſay a Word or two of

and may very well join His Majeſty in the Evening. 
However the Marquis did not think it his Duty 
to hazard the Defence of his new Place. So he 
drew oit the Cannon, and blew it up with Mines.

As to the Fourth, I am of your 
Opinion, That the Explanations about the Time 
which is to prove the manifeſt Denial of Juſtice 
may be eaſily manag'd, ſince that Matter is gt equal 
Advantage to both Sides, Upon the Fifth, you 
have very well anſwer d, That every Prince has a 
Right co make the like Prohibitions, and no Stran- 
gets had a Right to oppoſe them; That it wou'd 
by all means be moſt convenient to make the Al- 
ternative they propoſe, when they are at work about 
the Regulation of C 

the Guaranty, as you have anſwer'd conformable 
to what I wrote you on that Matter, ſo I have 
nothing more to add. As to the Iſlands of Tobago, 
St. Euſtace, and the Colony of Bazmerona, I am not 
yet come to a full Reſolution, and that Affair is not 
without Dificwty, and cannot be on any Account 
but of meer Favour, for the ſame reaſon that by all 
the Sea-Laws an Allie's Ship is reputed to be good 
Prize, when it has continu'd 24 Hours in the Ene- 
my's hand. Moreover, as to the Reſolutions I have 
taken concerning the Iſland of St. Euſtacb are not 
conformable to what has been told you there which 
wou'd not be maintainable ; nevertheleſs, provided 
] have in all other Matters Satisfaction from the 
Dutch, I am well enough inclin' d to gratify them 
in that. 

In the mean time, I very well approve what you 
have done in the ſame Aſſembly, to explain my 
Pretenſions without diſcovering, yet what | deſign 
to yield is to promote the Peace, the Iſlands that my 
Arms have taken this War in America. But remember 
above all Things, when the Treaty is drawn up not 
to forget the Caution which I have given you by

Advice, all Matters alſo ſhall be reſtor'd on their

curity therein. Since the Demands of the Daniſh

about it. Tam a little more concern'd as to the o- 
ther Point of the Satisfaction the King their Maſter 
pretends to, for the Manifeſto of England.

You muſt then ſo manage 
your felf with the Miniſters of Denmark, that they 
may be ſenſible both of my Good-will and my In- 
capacity. As to the full Powers they have commu- 
nicated to you, where the King of England is alſo 
ſtibd the King of France, ſince they have another, 
where the ſame unjuſt Title is not given, you oughe 
fo to order it with them, that they only preſent the 
Jaſt, in which the Engliſb cannot find any more dif- 
ficulty than in thoſe of the States Plenipotentiaries; 
wherein very probably they have not given the ſaid 
Title to ths ſaid King of England: Nevertheleſs, if 
this may conduce to delay the Peace, you are not 
to ſtop at it; but diſſembie the Matter, in caſe they

Meflieurs the States had no reaſon to complain; 
ſince by being Judges, they wou'd be Maſters of the 
Affair. The faid Coventry added, his Oiders wou'd 
not permit him, nor his Colleague, to deſiſt from 
this Demand, and that he came on purpoſe, before 
he had feen the Mediators, to give an account of 
the Anſwer which cheir Courier had brought them. 
We reply'd, That we were the more troubled at this 
Anſwer, not being ſuch a one as we ought to ex- 
pect after what had been done. at Paris; that we 
foreſaw the States Plenipotentiaries reſolv'd to con- 
tinue firm to their firſt Reſolutions ; that alſo they 
had no Power to go from it, and that their Inſtru- 
ions having beed form'd upon the Foundation that 
all Demands ſhou'd be extinguiſh'd on both Sides, 
they had not Liberty to come to any other Con- 
cluſion. We communicated the fame Day to the 
Deputies of the Provinces of Zealand and of Frize- 
land what had been told us, and as we had put the

had done in our former Conferences; and he de- 


ſir d us not to alter our Sentiments, becauſe he was 
certain the States wou'd rather continue the War 
chin give up this Point; upon which alſo he de- 
clar d to us he had Orders to break off, if the Eg · 
Fiſh refus d to agree to a reciprocal Compenſation. 
We anſwer d him, we had not chang'd our Opi- 
nions ; that diſcourſing the Eng/;h we had taken 


from them all manner of Hopes: But that ſpeaking 


to our Allies, we thought we might explain out 
ſelves as to Friends; that upon this Foot we repeat- 
ed ro him alſo with the ſame freedom, That if the 
Buſineſs of the Ships cou'd not be ended by the Com- 
penſation, it wou'd be a great Advantage to the 
States if the Engliſh wou'd condemn themſelves by 
deſiſting in a ſolemn Treaty from the Demand that 


Downing had maintain'd with ſo much Obſtinacy, 


that we did not perceive the Ambaſſadors were diſ- 
pos'd to accept this Expedient, that we ſhould not

at large the Contents of the faid Project. We read 
the Anſwer, it was contain'd in three Articles: 
The Firſt relates to the Eſtabliſhment of the Peace, 
the Ceſſation of Hoſtilities, and the Revacation of 
Letters of Mart and Repriſal; which cannot admit 
of any difficulty on either Side, The Second which 
was the moſt Important contains Three different 
Propoſitions 3 That each ſhou'd remain in Poſſeſſion 
of what has been taken on both Sides, from the 
26th of March 1664, to the 26th of March 1667. 
That all the Demands for Ships ſtopt, and Merchan- 
dize detain'd or confiſcated during the Intervals of 
theſe two Terms ſhall be extinguiſh'd and counter- 
ballanc'd on both Sides. That they ſhou'd not alſo 
pretend any thing for the Captures that ſhall be 
made Twelve Days after the Publication of the 
Peace in the Britannick Seas and Cape St. Vincent; 
from thence into the Mediterranean Seas, and as far 
as the Line within the Space of Seven Weeks; and 
beyond the Line Eight Months. The laſt Article 
contains, That the Treaty made in the Year 1662, 

between the States and the King of Great Britain, 
{hall be executed according to the Form and Tenour, 
excepting the Points which are contradicted by the 
foregoing Treaty.” The Plenipotentiaries of the States 
laid, they wou'd examine the Anſwer ; we with- 
drew a little aſide with them: And after we came 
to the Mediators, we made ſome Obſervations upon 
the Second Article, repreſenting to them that in- 
ſtead of putting it that what each ſhou'd take till 
the 26th of March of the preſent Year ſhou'd be 
kept, it wou'd be more convenient to fix the Time

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to the Day of Signing the Treaty. They anſwerd 
ws, That ſomething might be enterpriz'd before 
Things were diſpos'd for the Signing ; and that this 
wou d change the Face of Affairs. It was reply d; 


That this Inconvenience might be avoided, if the 


l;ſh Ambaſſadors wou d accept plainly and ſin- 
cerely the States offers; That the Treaty ſhou'd be 
fien'd in a few Days, and that the Fleet ſhou'd not 
fail from the Texel. 
The ſaid Plenipotentiaries ſaid alſo they had ſome 
Explanations to demand touching the Treaty in 
1662, which wou'd give them Occaſion to add ſome 
Articles to their firſt Project; but they were forbid 
by their Inſtructions to enter upon any Thing, unleſs 
the King of Great Britain agreed to the ExtinRion 
of all manner of Demands ; to which they did not 
find him diſpos'd, ſince it appear'd by the ſecond 
Article of the Ambaſſadors Project, that they have 


only mention d ſuch Claims as aroſe ſince the 26th 


day of March, in the Year 1664. That the laſt Ar- 
ticle of che ſaid Projet, making the Treaty of 
1662 to be in force; it neceſſarily follows that the 
Demands ſince the Firft of Fanuary 1659, and par- 
ticularly that of the Ships Bonaventure and Good 

were excepted ; which ſhews plainly they had a De- 
to ſurprize them : for that the extinguiſhing of 
mands from the 26th of March 1664, was not 
inſerted in the Article but to ſtop their Mouths, as to 
the Compenſation they might with Juſtice demand 
on account of the 120 Ships ſtopt or taken againſt 
plain-dealing, and before there had been any Decla- 
ration of War which had preceded it, whilſt the Eng- 
lid remain d in full and intire Liberty to make good 


all their Demands. The Mediators being with- 


drawn, the Daniſh Plenipotentiaries communicated 
to us the Four Articles they wou'd add to their Pro- 
jeR, in which we found nothing that was not in 
all Treaties of Peace, and by Conſequence nothin 
that cou'd obſtruct as. The one was for the Deli- 
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yerance of Priſoners without Ranſom ; The other 
for a Ceſſation of Arms; The third was for a Gene- 
ral Pardon. There was only one Clauſe which we

for a Rule to all thoſe that draw it up in Latin, 
The States Plenipotentiaries read us * after 
their Remarks of the Treaty of 1662, which con- 
ſiſted the moſt part of the ſame Things of which 
we have already given your Majeſty an Account: 
We anſwer 
days before to each point, wherein we omitted no- 
thing to inſinuate to them, that from the beginning 
of the War this Treaty of 1662 had been always 
look'd upon as the Foundation on which they oughe 
to build in concluding the Peace; and that if the 


Engliſh plainly and ſincerely accepted their Offers, 


it ſeem'd reaſonable to us that the Treaty ſhou'd be 
obſerv'd for the time to come, according to the 
Forms and Tenour of it. While we were with 
them, the Mediators came in and told us, The 
Engliſh Ambaſſadors were aſtoniſh'd at what the 
States Plenipotentiaries had mention'd of adding 
ſome Articles to make the Treaty of 1662, clearer; 
for that in the Letter written by their Maſters to 
the King of Great Britain the 25th of Nowember laſt, 
it was ſaid in expreſs words, That if his Britanzick 
Majeſty was diſpos'd after the Peace to proceed 
upon other Points which bad been regulated by 
the Treaty of 1662, the ſaid States wou'd eaſily 


come 


d them immediately as we had done ſome 
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come. to an Agteement therein. That upon this 


the King of Great Britain believin they did not 


raiſe any new Doubt as to the Obſervation of this 
Treaty, had not given any other Orders than to 


conſent it ſhou'd be intirely obſery'd.; and thus they 
cou'd not treat of the Alteration they propos'd to 


make. It was repreſented to the Mediators, that 
this Letter was later than that which contain'd the 
Two Propoſitions of the ſaid States, and therefore 
the King of Great Britain ſhou'd firſt declare, whe- 
ther he plainly and ſincerely accepted the Alterna - 
tive. Which being done, we ſhou'd think the States 
wou'd look on themſelves oblig'd by the Words of 
their laſt Letter to execute the Treaty made in the 
Year 1662; we diſputed ſome time thereupon, the 
States Plenipotentiaries ſaying, they cou'd not deli- 
ver their other Articles, if they were not aſſur'd that 
all Demands ſhou'd be extioguiſh'd on both Sides; 
the Mediators alledging the Engliſh Ambaſſadors had 
not Power to do it, and they cou'd not alter any 
thing of the Treaty in 1662. At laſt we told che 
former, that perſiſting as they did in their firſt Re- 
ſolutions, it ſeem'd to us there was no hurt in open- 
ing themſelves to the Mediators, becauſe perhaps it 


might happen that the Engliſh, who apprehend as. 


they have expreſs'd to us, that the States might 
make ſome Propoſitions to which they cannot con- 
ſent, wou'd give over that Thought when they find 
all they pretend to, and wou'd yield without doubt 
in the Affair of the two Ships, when they believe 
themſelves ſute by this Means to make the. Peace 
on reaſonable Conditions. Upon this *twas agreed, 
That the Plenipotentiaries of Denmark and the States 
ſhou'd truſt all their Articles with us, as giving em 
by way of Communication to their Allies, and we- 
in concert with them, promis'd the Mediators to 
deliver them the Copies which ſhou'd be executed, 


the day after; we added in particular ſpeaking to the 
Mediators, that if they wou'd uſe their Intereſt to 
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diſpoſe the Engliſh to accept the States Offers, that 
—— on our Side make uſe of ours, 4 
the ſaid States if their Offices were accepted to agree 
to the Execution of the Treaty of 1662. We defir'd 
them alſo to make Uſe of the word Channel plainly, 
or the Channel between France and England ; repre- 
ſenting to them, chat we cou'd. not figa a Treaty 
in which the Strei ght call'd the Channel, was term'd 
the Name of Britannick Sea. They agreed we bad 
reaſon for it, and promis d us to make uſe of their 
Intereſt with the Engliſh to make them alter this 
Expreſſion, The new Articles which we have men- 
tion'd, not having been brought us till the next 
Day pretty late; we cou'd not ſee the Mediators till 
the Day after, which was the 6th of this Month; 
we had a long Conference with them, in which, 
after having carefully read the Treaty of 1662, and 
the Obſervations made upon each of the Articles, 
ws acquainted them with Two things. One, that 
ſome of the Remarks are of little Conſequence, 
and there were ſome alſo we plainly ſaw the States 
Plenipotentiaries had not any Deſign to infift | 
The Other, that the true Means to avoid the Diffi- 
culty we ſbou'd fall into if we ingag'd in a Treaty 
of Elucidations upon that of 1662, as they had 
done upon that of Elbing, wou'd be for the Engliſt 
to renounce their Demands for the two Ships which 
have been already fo often mention d. After having 
undertaken to diſcourſe the Engliſh, in the Aﬀeer- 
noon they told us, That they had been inform'd 
that the States Fleet was upon the Point of Sailing 
from the Texel, and this wou'd break all Meaſures 
that they cou'd take. We went preſently to the 
States Plenipotentiaries, who aſſu: d us that in three 
Days Monſieur de Ruyter wou'd put to Sea with 
Fifty Ships, and that the reſt of the Fleet wou'd 
follow a few Days after. We forthwith acquainted 
the Mediators with it; adding, That if the Englifh 
wou'd explain themſelves, as to the two Ships, = 
wou' 
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wou'd ingage to prevail on the States that the Fleet 
ſhou'd not go out in Eight Days, during which 
Time we might finiſh} the Treaty. We thought it 
alſo convenient to tell the State of Matters to the 
Engliſh, apprehending with reaſon the Mediators 
wou d not preſs them ſo much as we cou'd wiſh./ * 

In the mean time, to promote the Affair and diſ- 
poſe the States Plenipotentiaries to become more 
eaſy, provided the Obſtinacy of the Engliſh was not 
to be overcome, we went to em two Days ago, 
and told them, we believ'd all along that the Ac- 
ceptation made by the King of Great Britain, of 
the Propoſition to leave Things in the Condition 
they then ſtood, ſecures to your Majeſty the Poſs: 
ſeſſion of what has been poſſeſs'd by his Arms in 
the West. Indies; That nevertheleſs after having ſpoke 
of it in this ſenſe to the Engliſh Ambaſſadors, and 
having perſwaded them that this Poſſeſſion ought 
not to have any Effect, but with reſpect to the 
States; ſince it had never been mention'd elſewhere 
but in the laft Letter the King of Great Britain 
wrote them, we have given an Account of it to 
your Majeſty, that ſince we daily expected your. 
Oi ders, and upon this Conſideration deferr'd put- 
ting your Affairs into the Mediators hand; but we 
had now receiv'd Orders by which your Majeſty 
will not permit us to conſent in his Name that 
Things ſhou'd be left in the ſame condition as they 


were in the West- Indie: before the Declaration of. 


the laſt War, unleſs the King of Great Britain wou'd” 
reltore Acadia to you. That we were come to 
communicate this Reſolution to them, forthwith to 
deal with them on part as freely as they had done 
with us; In the informing us of the Contents of 
their Inſtructions, and that your Majeſty is chiefly 
diſpos'd to comply as you did on that Head, to 
ſhew the Sincericy of your Intentions to put a flop 
ro the falſe Reports that have been ſpread in the 
Provinces, and that they were founded only upon

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the Advice come from Bruſſels, by which they en- 
deavour to perſwade People that your Majeſty is 
not for Peace but in appearance. And that in truth” 
you wiſh the Continuation of the War, to weaken, 
embarraſs and exhauſt your Neighbours. 

They demanded of us, if in reſtoring the Iſlands

| except that of Tobago and St. Euſtace; for particulat᷑ 
| Reaſons known to your Majeſty, we promis'd them 
| they ſhou'd be excepted in the Reſtitution. The 

Deputy of Zealand ask d us alſo, If we had not re- 
| ceiv'd Orders on the Sollicitations which had been 
made, that. your Majeſty wou'd be pleas'd to reftore 
St. Euſt ace to the States? We told him No, and that 
that Point being to be comprehenged in the Treaty 
chat was a- foot, Monſieur van Beuningen might 
more eaſily know your Majeſty's Intentions than 
we, ſince we underſtood he had Orders to purſue it. 
We have Advice from the Hague, that they are there 
favourably diſpos'd to an Accommodation with 
Sweden, that ſince that of Bremen the Swediſh Army 
being at liberty, and the Biſhop of Munſter conti- 
nuing his Levies, it gives Jealouſy to the States, 
which oblig'd 'em to hearken heartily to an Agree- 
ment. We underſtand they are diſpos'd to grant 
the Paſsports for the Four Swediſh Men of War who 
are to go loaden to England, and 'from thence to 
Portugal; that they will diſcharge the Swediſh Ships 
which were ſtopt, and contract what Merchan- 
dize are to be judg'd counterband, . _

Your Letter ſpeaks only in general of che ſtrange 
Proceeding of our Ambaſſadors, without coming to 
any Particulars; but I have learnt by Monſieur de 
Line's and Monſieur Comrtin's Letters, there are two 
Diſputes which occaſion this great Noiſe : One for 
the Satisfaction of the Empliſh, who have Proprie« 
ties in Poleron; The other, for that of the two Ships 
Bmaventure and Good Hope. I have not till now 
beard talk of the Firſt of theſe Diſputes; As to the 
Latter, I have tis true heard it ſometimes mention d; 
but *tis alſo true, it has been always ſaid all Preten- 
ſions on both Sides ſhou'd be aboliſh'd to ſhorten 
the Negotiation, and not embarraſs it with Diffi- 
culties.

Months beyond the Line we have- put but 6, be- 
cauſe the States hold Places very far in the Eaf- 
Indies; much farther than the Territories or Illes 
your Majeſty Poſſeſſes in America, and in the 
Ile of Madagaſcar. As to the Term for the Ratifi- 
cations, it cannot be ſhorter than a Month, becauſe 
they muſt come from ſeveral Places. We have not 
added the Article of thoſe that are to be compriz'd 
in the Treaty, that being generally not nam'd till 
every Thing elſe is agreed on. Your Majeſty will 
be pleas'd to give us your Orders thereon, for we 
are a little in doubt, whether in treating with a 
State ſeparated from the Roman Church, we ought 
to mention the Pope and the Holy See, as twas 
done in the 122 Article of the Pyrenean Treaty, 
ſince that may ſhock the Engliſh. 
Tho' your Majeſty has publiſh'd all over Europe

The King of Sweden being Mediator of this Aſ- 
ſembly, your Majelty will perhaps think he ſhou'd 
in decency be nam d immediately after the Empe- 
ror, if the latter does nothing that may give us 
Occaſion to oppoſe his Nomination. There are 
Princes compriz d in the Pyrenean Treaty, who had 
the Honour to be then in your Maj-fty's Alliance, 
and have not renewꝰd. it, ſince the Terms for which

There are others who have the honour to be ad- 
mitted ſince, as the Elector of Saxony; ſo that as 
we are not inform'd of this Detail ; which *tis how- 
ever neceſſary we ſhou'd know , to regulate the 
Termination; ſo we pray with your Majeſty's 
Permiflion, that Monſieur de Lionne may form a Liſt 
by which we may draw up the laſt Article when 
the Time ſhall come. Nevertheleſs, if we may come 
to a Concluſion before we receive your Majeſty's 
Orders thereon, we will take the Expedient of 
drawing up this Article by the laſt of the Treaty 
of Munſter ; Which contains, That all thoſe who 
before the Exchange of the Ratifications, or with- 
in Six Months ſhall be nam'd, ſhall with common 
Conſent be compriz'd in it; fince that Expreſſion, 
with common Conſent, will give your Majeſhy an 
Opportunity to exclude whom you pleaſe. - The 
Republick of Venice is nam'd in the ſame Article 
wich thoſe Words, as Mediatrix, which we ſhall ap- 
ply to the Crown of Sweden; and by this means 
not one of your Majeſty's Allies will have any 
Ground of Complaint, and the King of Sweden 
wi! alſo be fatisfy'd. 

As to the Diſputes which have ariſen between

From the Count d Eſtrades to Monſ. de Lionne. 
Breda, June 16, 1667. | 


INCE the laſt Poſt, we have loſt one of our 
Mediators, Monſieur Coyer died in four days of 
an Eriſipile in the Belly, which took away the uſe 
of his Senſes : He was the Soul of the Embaſly, 
and that may embarraſs us if the Negotiation goes 
on, and the Mediator be put to take Pen in Hand 
to reconcile the Differences that may ariſe; which 
will be difficult for Meſſieurs Fleming and Dhona to 
do. Monſieur Coyer was a very able Man and had 
the chief Place in the Confidence of the late King 
of Sweden, ſupplying the Place formerly held by 
Monſieur Saloriey. He has left 12 Children and no 
Eſtate, a fine Example for Ambaſſadors. 
The City of Hamburgh has ſent hither two Sena- 
tors, who have been with us to deſire they may be 
included in the Treaty of Peace with this Clauſe, 


That nothing may be demanded of her — 
or 
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for the Damages the Engliſh have ſuffer d in the 
Ele, when one of their Ships were burnt hy the 
Dutch, The truth is, that was done in a Place 
where the River runs between the Territories of the 
Kings of Denmark and Sweden; So that according 
to the Rules of Juſtice, tho the Hamburgbers cou'd 
not otherwiſe juſtify themſelves, as they can, on ac- 
count of a Superior Force; the River being common 
to thoſe to whom the two Banks belong, Nothing 
ovght to be imputed to them. We have told them 
His Majeſty wou'd readily conſent that all the An- 
ſeatick Towns, and particularly that of Hamburgb, 
ſhou'd be compriz'd in the Peace if no body oppos'd 
it; but beſides England, twas to be apprehended the 
King of Denmark wou'd croſs ſuch a Nomination, 
and that he might not, we advis'd them to make up 
the Differences between him and them. The Ple- 
nipotentiaries of Denmark, deſir d us to talk to 
them on account of ſome Enterprizes, as they ſay, 
lately done by the Soldiers of the Garriſon of Ham- 
lurgb, who cut Paliſadoes in the Territory the King 
of Denmark pretends belongs to him. NI 
Monſieur Spanbeim, who fome days ſince declar'd 
himſelf a Reſident in this Aﬀembly, having pre- 
ſented Letters of Credence to all the Ambaſſadors, 


has overwhelm'd Mounſieur Courtin and me with 


Memorials. The Confederates have alſo ſent me 
ſome ; to which 'tis impoſſible for me to Anſwer 
deciſively. It was to explain the Arbitral Sentence; 
I ſhou'd fay 'twas the Thought of the Envoys of 
Sweden and Mine, but as Quarrels ariſe every day 
about che Inexecution of our Judgment, tis not 
humanely poſſible, in Diſputes of Fact, to judge it 
the Parties have executed or not executed, unleſs 
one was on the Spot. This is the Reaſon I ue t 
on purpoſe to Briſac, to deliver Monſieur Colbert a 
Copy of the Arbitrate Sentence, and diſcours'd him 
very amply on the Contents of it.

The Engliſh are no 
longer in a Condition to act out of Spite and Re- 
enge, after the irreparable Blow they have re- 
iv'd in the Thames, which perhaps will have worſe 
onſequences of the ſame kind, if the Dutch can 
uddenly have other Fireſhips, either thoſe they are 
reparing themſelves, or thoſe they demand of us; 
onſieur Van Beuningen yeſterday ſent a Courier to 

e King, to make Inſtances for them. 

l heartily wiſh the Council of Eng/and were 1 
aſonable, as the King of Great - Britains Ambal- 
dor's ſeem'd to be, when they ou d the King our 
aſter having ſorborn till now, ſending Orders to 
iz Duke of Beaufort to fail, had had all the re- 
rd he cou'd reaſonably have, to give their Ma- 
er time to conclude the Peace. But I'm ſorry to 
ar that they don't talk fo at London, and that the 
aniſh Ambaſſador is told every Day, that France 
ol.

Fter having been aſſur'd by the States Depu- 
X ties, that what has paſt in the Thame: ſhou'd 
not alter their Minds, and that they were ready to 
come to an Accommodation on the Terms alread 
propos d; we did our Endeavours with the Ambaſ- 
ſadors of England, to get them to explain themſelves 
immediately, and to diſpoſe them to it; promis'd 
them if they agreed, to aboliſh all Demands reſerv'd 
by the Treaty of 1662, without excepting that of 
the two Ships; we wou'd ſign the Treaty, tho the 
States Plenipotentiaries ſhould make a difficulty of 
following the Advice and Example we intended to 
ſet them: we venture nothing in that, ſince by 
Mr. Beverning, we know Monſieur de Wit's Senti- 
ments; and that the Alternative being accepted 
plainly and fimply, there can be no Pretence re- 
maining with the States, that your Majeſty ſhou'd 
longer continue the War. On this aſſurance, the ſaid 
Ambaſſador promis'd, on the Second of this Month, 
to take the States at their Word, and the next Day

DE it Known to all and every one to whom it 


D may belong, or in any wiſe appertain, That 
there having for ſome Years paſt ariſen ſome Diffe- 


rences between the moſt Serene and moiſt Potente 


Prince CHARLES the Second of that Name, King 
of Great- Britain, of the one Part; and the High 
EET 145 0 PEE and 
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and Mighty Lords the States-General of the Uni- 
ted Provinces of the Low-Countries, of the other 
Part; which came to ſuch a Paſs, that not only 
they turn'd to an Open and Violent War ; but 
alſo the moſt Serene and moſt Potent Prince and 
Lord Lewis the Fourteenth of that Name, the. moſt 
Chriſtian King of France and Navarre; and the 
moſt Serene and the moſt Potent Prince and Lord 
Henry the Third King of Denmark and Norway, on 
Account of their Alliance with the faid Lords 
the States, were engag'd in it; By which a great 
Effufion of Chriſtian Blood was occaſion'd, to the 
great Damage both of the One and the Other.

| I Yeſterday return'd from Boiſieduc, coming through 
Rotterdam, Leyden, and Delft, where I ſaw my 
Friends, who have promis'd me to do Wonders in the 
Aſſembly which is to begin this Day. Monſieur vas 
Beuningen has done very well with his Maſters of Am- 
ſterdam; he has made his Report in genera! Terms of 
the good Intentions of the King for the Peace, and 
there being ſome very ſecret and important Particulars 
to negotiate, he has ask'd the Aſſembly wnether they 
did not think fit that they ſhould be committed to the 
Commiſſioners of ſecret Correſpondence, before they 
came before all the Provinces. On which they reſol- 
ved to deliberate, and 'tis not to be doubted but the 
Province of Holland will conform to this Sentiment, 

Meaſures being taken in the Cities to that ec. 
At the Viſit which Monſ. de Wit gave me, I did 
rot fail to ſpeak to him of the Advice which you have 
receiv'd from Madrid. He anſver'd me, that Affairs 
were not in thit State; that he did not diſown that 
when the Miniſters of Spain and the Envoy of Caſtel 
Roderigo addreſs'd to him to propoſe a League, and de- 
fir'd a Loan of Mony, he anſwer'd them, that he ſhould 
never be of Opinion that the States ſhould make any 
League againſt France, nor even that they ſhould give 
the Spaniards any Aſſiſtance; but that if they were in 
"bn. neceſſity 
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neceſſity for Mony, he would do his beſt on the part 
of his Maſters to prevail on them ro buy Oſtend, Bruges, 
Damme, the Forts of St. Fob and /ſabelle, and on tlie 
Maeſe, Venlo and Rure mond, without any other Con- 
dition than that of giving Mony for the Places which 
they ſhould buy; and that this was all that paſs'd.

that he would do his utmoſt to come to the Hague, 
to confer with him on that important Subject; he 
thought things could not go otherwiſe than well; that 
his Opinion was, that the States ſhould continue Mc- 
diators, as well as the others, uſing all poſſible good 
Offices with the Spaniards to engage them to give the 
King Satisfaction; that the States had already written 
to their Ambaſſador in Spain, to talk forcibly on this 
Subject.

Friends, which have told me all that paſs'd there, as 
well as Monſieur de Wir, to whom theſe two Spani ſb 
Miniſters have declar'd that the Council of Sin could 

| not 
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not conſent to the buying of any Places in the Lo- 


Countries; but that if the States would declare againſt 
France, and form a deſenſive League with the Houſe 


. of Auſtria for the Preſervation of the Low- Countries, 
they had Power in that caſe to treat with the States, 


and to give them Satisfaction on the ſelling of the Places 
propos d. The Sieur de Mit anſwer d, that the Inten- 
tion of his Maſters being only to buy, and not either 
to lend or engage any thing contrary to the Treaties 
which they had with your Majeſty, he declar'd to 
them that he would break off all ſorts of Negotiations 
with them; of which he gave account to the Deputies 
of Holland, which were remaining at the Hague, and 
they confirm'd this Reſolution: Without depending 


too much on what Monſieur de Mit reports, I have been 


confirm'd in the belief of all above, by two of the 
principal Deputies, of the Affection and Fidelity of 


whom I am certain I cannot doubt, in things which 


regard the Service of your Majeſty. 

In this Diſpoſition I thought ic my Duty to puſh 
Matters in a conjuncture which ſeem'd to me ſo fa- 
vourable, I was with Monſieur de Wir, and after ha- 
ving prais'd the Anſwer which he made to the Spaniſþ 
Miniſters, we fell on the firſt Propoſals which he made 
to Monfieur Courtin and me, and on the difference be- 
twixt them and his laſt Project; that your Majeſty 
would not conſent that there ſhould be any Alteration 
of what he had himſelf propos'd; that to me it ſeem'd 
glorious to him, and advantageous to the States, to end 
a War betwixt two great Kings by their _Mediatic 
of which they alone would have the Honour. He 


anſwer'd me, that "twas true, that he had nothing to 
defire ſo much as to put a good End to this great 


Work; that he ſaw 1a it inſurmountable Difficulties, 
which did not appear in it when he made us the Pro- 
poſition; which are, your Majeſty's Engagement with 
the King of Portugal, and the Condition which he 
impos'd on them by his Memorial, which would never 


paſs the States; and the other, that his Maſters would 


be 
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be ſecur'd that your Majeſty having the Partition 
which you ask'd, the Peace ſhould be firm and laſt- 
ing, which the States could never believe without all 
the Kirgs, Princes, and the ſaid States entred into a 
Guaranty with regard to what they treated on; and 
we only talking of our ſelves, and our Converſation 
not at all engaging your Majeſty, I thought it my 
Duty to penetrate as far as I could into the Inclinati- 
ons of the States, in caſe your Majeſty ſhould accons 
modate your ſelf to theſe two Points: I told him, that 
did not believe that your Majeſty would relax any 
thing which regarded Portugal; that for the Guaranty 
I thought it ſuperfluous, ſince the Treaty which your 
Majeſty would fign would be of more force than all 
the Guaranties of the Kings and Princes of Germany; , 
that this gave me ſome uneaſineſs, becauſe it ſeem'd 
that all ſorts of Guarantics preſuppos'd Jealouſies and 
Diſtruſts, which diſoblig'd a great King their Allie as 
was your Majeſty, who on his ſide had on ſo many 
ſignal Occaſions teſtify d his Affection for them; but, 
put caſe that his Majeſty to ſatisfie the States ſhould 
accommodate himſelf to what is deſir'd on theſe: two 
Points, what would the States do in caſe that the 
Council of $aiz ſhould not yield to the Partition, or 
ſhould draw out Affairs to a length to occaſion the 
loſs of time of acting in the Campagne, which would 
be very prejudicial to his Majeſty, by reaſon to un- 
dertake great Deſigns in May, tis requiſite to pre- 
pare two Months before; that accordingly I ought to 
advertiſe him of this, that he might take his Meaſures, 
it being requiſite to be ſecure by the firſt of March, 
T_ the Treaty would or would not be co clu- 
ed. | 
He anſwer'd me, that he did not doubt but the 
States would break with the King of Spain, in caſe 
of his Refuſal of the Accommodation, and that this was 
his Opinion; but that the difficulty with him was the 
concerting what ſhould be dore after this Rupture ; 
for his Majeſly might perhaps take ſome * in 
their 
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their Neighbourhood, which would excite in them 

ſuch great J ealouſies that the good Underſtanding 

would not laſt long, and that was poflible the fame 
might happen on the fide of France, by the taking of 

ſome Pl:ces by the Arms of the States; and that to 

ſpeak freely, ſuch important Treaties cannot well be | 
concluded by Letters, there being too many things to | 
anſwer before an Agreement can be made. I told 
him, that the States might remove that Inconvenience, 
by ſending their Intentions by Monſieur wax Beunin- | 
gen, which would be fayourably heard by his Majeſty, 
He reply'd, that he had already refus'd to go thither, 

and that being a Republick, every one found Friends ? 
enough in the Cities to obtain what they deſi d; but x 
that he thought there was yet a greater Inconvenience, 8 
which is, that a Perſon deputed from the State to n 
Kingdoms, muſt have his Inſtructions from all the \ 
Provinces, and that there was not one which dar'd to 
charge himſelf with ſuch a ſecret Commiſſion, for fear 
of being one day diſcover'd; to which he added, that al 
himſelf durſt not make any ſtep in this Affair, without 
agreeing al things with the utmoſt Secreſie with your 
Majeſty beforehand; that to compaſs that End, he [ 
ſaw but one ſingle Expedient, which was that I ſhould 
take a Journey to your M:jeſty to adjuſt all things; 
that he would ſecond me on all that we had talk'd of, 
and do his utmoſt to engage the States to agree to 
whatever ſhould be concluded betwixt your Majeſty, 
him and I, of which I ſhould give him an Account, by 
your Majeſty's Permiſſion, when I ſhould be with » re 


you; that confiding in me, he would not ſcruple to ol 
open himſelf to me; that he knew that I had gain'd all ne 
North Holland to break at this Moment with Spain, if V, 
your Majeſty would conſent to a Partition; that he a 
would alſo tell me in utmoſt Confidence, that he pure M 
ſu'd the ſame Sentiment, but was oblig'd to guard 

himſelf againſt Monſieur wax Beuningen, who was ut- all 
terly of a contrary Opinion; but that yet he oughe M 
notwithſtanding to be manag'd, he being ſerviceable by 
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in other Affairs. I reply'd, that I could not deny 
but that 1 had Friends in North-Holland, which were 
firmly perſwaded that twas better to break with Spain, 
and make a Partition, than to ſeparate from the Alli- 
ance with your Majeſty; that I could not go from 
hence without leave; that all that I could do was to 
give an account to your Majeſty of all that he had ſaid 
to me, and expect your Orders; that 2s your Majeſty 
had a clearer dt of your Affairs than any other Per- 
ſon, you would then determine, purſuant to your In- 
tereſts and greateſt Advantage. | | » 

This is, Sir, what paſs'd betwixt Monſ. de Wit and 
me in ſix days, in which we bave had ſeveral Confe- 
rences. If your Majeſty pleaſes that I ſhould come to 
give you an Account of all this Afﬀair, the States will lend 
me a Ship, ia which I will come by Ses; and tho” the 
Wird ſhould prove contrary, the Voyage backwards 
and forwards will not be above three Weeks at moſt.

The knowledge of this had almoſt made me ſtifle 
f all I had done, but his Maj:ſty would not by any 
e Means that I ſhould neglect ſending to you, but on'y 
ny by the Poſt, the Memorial and the other Project which 
1 Yo L, III.

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I have addreſ d to you; for perhaps they may fr quent- 
ly repeat the ſame things to you, and you will therein 
meet with Arms to defend your ſelf againſt all unjuſt 
Attacks, and: oblige the Gentlemen with whom you 
are to treat to ſtick to the Terms of the Propoſitions which 
they themſelves made, and which his Mzjeſty- accepted, 
tho very much to his Prejudice, ſolely for the ſake 
of Peace, and to accommodate himſelf to what they 

thought tobe their, Intereſt: For as for the two Reaſons 
zlledg'd by Monſicur de Wir, to endeavour to juſtiſie 
the alteration of his Conduct and. hs own Propolitions, 
as that of Monſieur de Beaufort's not joining the States 
Fleet, are ſo frivolous, that *tis ſcarce to believ'd 
that ſo able a Man ſhould ſtart them; and after all; 
Monſieur van Beuningen ſhould. not then have ſollici- 
ted here, a few; days before his departure, with, ſo much 
earneſtneſs to obt. in the King's laſt Reſolutions, which 
appear d to him, as he ſaid, very juſt and favourable 
for the Peace, and promis'd to make uſe of them at 
home to do Wonders; this doubtleſs is not the way 
which great Kings ought to be treated, to make them 
lay open their Intentiors, thank 'em, and then put them 
into their Pockets, without endeavouring to get them 
accepted by his Enemies; but think only ef forming 
great Leagues againſt an Allie which has put the Peace 
18 their Hands, on what Conditions they pleas'd them- 
clyes, 

For, Sir, to conceal nothing from you, beſides what 


has been told you of the Negotiations of the Princes 


of the Empire, the King knows that the Sieur Afeer- 
man, not daring directly to propoſe to the King of 
England a League betwixt his Maſters and him againſt 
France, for the defence of the Lou Countries; doubt- 
leſs for fear that the Secret ſhould: reach his Majeſty's 
Ears; has deſir'd the Count de Molina, the Spaniſh 
Ambaſſador, to do it, and given him Power from the 
States to afkrm that their Intention is to make the ſaid 
League, if the King of Englaud is in the ſame diſpoli- 
tion, I difire you to tell Monſieur de Vit, from = 

that 
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that if they continue thus to mock the King, I find 
his Mijeſty refolv'd to return it on them double, hat- 
ever may happen; and to ſpeak truth, I don't com- 
prehend, if even Honour and Sincerity were not ſo no- 
roriouſly wounded, to what end hoſe Nruptine can 
ſerve, when they bave the Peace in their Hands by 
the moſt honourable and ſecure ways. CF 

Monſieur de Mrs Recriminations, alledging that his 
Maſters were not advertis'd of his Majeſty's Deſign 
of entring the Zow-Comnntries, till a ſhort time before 
he was putting it in Execution, are at this Seaſon very 
much to the purpoſe! What we ſee tranſacted every 
day at the Hague, does but too clearly prove that his 
Majeſty could not take any other Meaſures, without ex- 
poſing bimf:If to the ſame Prejudices which he would 
have lain under, if he had diſclos d his all Thoughts to the 
Spaniards: And 1 don't believe that even at Madrid 
they are ſo ſenſibly touch'd with the leaſt Succeſs of 
his Majeſty's Arms, as at the Hague: The King never 
had any other than good Intentions, which God will 
doubtleſs blefs and aſſiſt, and after all, tis poſſible he 
may ſuffer from them; but 'twill not be eaſie from 
his Enemies to «fright him. | 

The Propoſal made to you, that the States ſhould 
remain barely Mediators is very Surprizing and Extra- 
drdinaty, after what has bappen'd ; unleſs, perhaps, they 
intend an arm'd Mediating,.which ſhould declare to the 
Sani ard i that the Series had obtain'd for them ſuch 
and ſuch Conditions uf Peace, which are very advan- 
tageous in the preſent State of their Affairs, and if 
they make any difficulty in accepting them, the States 
have promis'd the King to join their Forces with his, 
to force them, Talking at this rate would produce a 
Peace in a few Days; but not ſubterranean Leagues 
and Unions, which are equally unneceſſary and uncer- 


tain, / 


The King has not ſaid to the Biſhop of Strasburg, 
or to "7 other, any thing concerning the Ceſſation of 
Arms, different from what he told the States, which 
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was, that his Majeſty, would engage to make no At- 


tempt before the end of March, on any ſtrong Place _ 
of the Spaniards, provided they reciprocally promiſe 


the ſame to his Majeſty ; and this is what that Biſhop 
muſt have call'd a Suſpenſion, and which is neverthe- 
leſs very different from it, for both ſides would yet 


continue their Hoſtilities in the Country during the 


whole Winter, and Contributions be rais'd as far as in 
the Power of either Party, which in the main ſignifies 
nothing to the Peace, nor can it alter the Conditions 
to be concerted, as they may be chang'd by the ſur- 
prize of ſome conſiderable Place or Poſt. If Monſ. de 
Wit will give himſelf the trouble to read throughly the 
Pyrenean Treaty, he will not fand, as I told you, that 
no Party wasto proceed by way of Arms, in caſe of any 
Quarre),. till the expiration of fix Months after it 
ſhould have happen'd: Monſieur de Caſtel Roderigo 
Was alſo miſtaken, in alledging the ſame Argument in 
the Libel which he pleas'd to ſend to the King at the 
time of his Entry into the Netherlauds ; but was very 
much ſurpriz'd when he found in my Anſwer to the 
Marquis de la Fuente on the ſaid Libel, that I referr'd 
him to his better reading it once more, becauſe that 
he would not find any thing in the Pyrenean Treaty 
concerning the pretended fix Months time, unleſs the 
Allowance of it to the Subjects to withdraw their Effects 
out of the Kingdoms, which his Majeſty then offer'd 


to the Spaniards; and indeed he did nothing apaink them 


till ſix Months after his entrance of the Lo- Coun- 
tries, and when the Spaniards firſt ſer him an Ex- 
ample.

C E have hitherto contented our ſelves with ad- 

bl viſing the ſaid Count &Eftrades in general 
* Terms, That his Majeſty could not agree to the, 
Project which came with his Diſpatch the 2oth of 
October; and it was thought wholly ſuperfluous to al- 


*ledge any particular Reaſons why his Majeſty could 


not treat at all on the Foot of a Piece conceiv'd in 
the Terms which that Project is; it ſeeming impoſſible 
* that the ſaid Monſieur de Wir, who ſent it, ſhould not 
* ſee theſe Reaſons as well as his Mijeſty himſelf; but 
ſiace the King has been again inform'd by the Diſpatch 


of the ſaid Sieur d'Eftrades, of the third of this Month, 


that he continually perſiſts, not only in maintaining that 
* Piece, bur repreſenting its Contents as very adventa- 
geous to his Majeſty, he will at preſent purticulzrly ex- 
mine it, to make appear to the Sieur 4 Eſtrades, that with | 
Regard to all its Parts, twas ſcarce poſſible to draw up 
* one ſo prejudicial to this Crown, in Which its Intereſts 
*would be more hazarded, and indeed, which could leſs 
tend to Peace; unleſs perhaps ſuch a Peace as the Ha- 
© wiards themſelves might deſire. 

Ia the firft Place, his Majefty having (tncercly, and 
*without any Reſerve, accepted the Sieur de Wit's Pro- 
*poſal, with reſpe& to the Quality of his SatisfaRion, 
which might paſs for ſufficient, with regard to th: 
States, has yet added, That he would content himſelf 


vith another Alternative, which is the C ſſion of thoſe 


places which his Arms have occupied the laſt Cam- 
*paign ; he finds that what he did on that Head, out 
* of the pure Exceſs of his Defire for Peace, is at preſent 
by the ſaid Project ſeveral Ways turned againft him- 
elf: For in the Preamble, after having laid the Fonr-

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© dation, that his Majeſty conſiders the Poſſeſſion of hi 
« Conqueſts, as a Compul ſion of ſufficient Force to in- 
*duce the ＋ * to agree to an Accommodation; 
they at firſt ſight draw thence a Conſequence very 
© prejudicial to his Majeſty, that what he could rea- 
© ſonably ask of the States, is, That they will heartily 
* concur to hinder his Majeſty from being interrupted 
jn the Poſſeſhon of his ſaid Conqueſts, tho? the Peace 
* ſhould not be concluded, without mentioping in what 
© ſpace of Time it ſhould be determined to be made in; 
© which, nevertheleſs, would be indiſpenſibly neceſſary, 
«for the Reaſons which ſhall here- under be deduced, if 
even his Majeſty would at preſent agree, which he

other of the two concerted Alternatives, ſhould be

The fourth Article ſpeaks only in ambiguous Terms,

*pulate the Obligation to force the Spaniards, even by 
* Arms, to accept one of them; 'tis only ſaid, that the 
© States will ſeriouſly apply themſelves to cauſe the Ac- 
© commodation to ſucceed by proportion'd Exchanges, 
© or other reaſonable Conditions, and that in caſe of an 
* ill- grounded Obſtinacy ; who ſhall then judge of this 
Obſtinacy, to know whether 'tis ill- grounded ? And 
*who alſo ſhall judge whether th: Conditions are juſt, 
© or unreaſonable? Ir muſt not be the Parties, and then 
it will ſignifie nothing to the King to have ſtipulated

From the Count D Eſtrades to Monſieur 
de Lionne: November 24, 1667. 


HE Courier arriv'd ſo late, that I have ſcarce had 
time to read the decypher'd Diſpatches which 

you did me the Honour to write, to talk to the bottom 
with Monſieur de Wir, who came not to tell me till 2 
Moment before the departure of this Poſt. Yet I have 
not fail'd to acquaint him with the Subſtance of all 
that the King objected againſt his.laſt Project. I then 
fell on the Points which facilitate the Accommodation, 
and which have been hitherto ſuch an Obſtacle, that 
twas not practicable to make even a Propoſition to the 
States. He thinks the Atticle which regards Portugal 
to be too obſcure, and that it does not ſufficiently clear 
the King's Intentions on the Peace; he could wiſh that 
twas 
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' -twas drawn up in this Form; that the States promiſe 
to uſe their preſſing Offices when the Peace is making 
with Portugal, to the end that the King of Spain ſhou'd 
treat with him, directly from King to King; that if 
nevertheleſs that we not be obtam'd by the abave- 
ſaid Offices, the ſajd Ses on one (ide ſhould be oblig'd 
to proceed farther to Arms with regard to that Point, 
and the.

preſented to us the Impoſſibility of ſucceeding without 
that, and the Advantages which the Order will draw 
from theſe particular Treaties, as that which is con- 
cluded with the States of Holland, with the Approba- 
tion of the Order; for after that they ſhall have pay' d. 
they will be willing thar the other Provinces ſhall alſo 
pay, and permit the Seizure of the Eftates which-the 
Province of Utrecht poſſeſſes in this, The Sum which 
is ſtipulated by this Treaty ſeems to be very ſmall, but 
'twill be found to be large in Reality, if we con- 
ſider the Revenue which is ſo moderate, that after we 
ſhall have deducted the Expences neceſſary for Alms, 
which are very great, for the Buildings, and the Charges 
of the State, there will ſcarce remain above the fourth

I don't think 1t proper for you to quit your Poſt for 
a ſingle Moment, becauſe 1 know, beyond all Doubt, 
that there paſs there certain Negotiations, the Effect of 
which will be extreme prejudicial to me, if they come 
to a Concluſion; and tho' I ſhould repoſe a great Con- 
fidence in the Friendſhip of the Sieur de Vit, I ſhould 
have room to ſ\ ſpe, that the Reaſon why he would 
remove you for ſome time, is, that he may the better 
fam his Reſolutions, during your Abſence, without 
2 having an Opportunity of penetrating, and cot- 
equently of oppoſing hem. In a Word, tho” Oy 
have told you what ſeems contrary, the Affair whic 
is at preſent upon the Carpet, principally by the Inter- 
poſition of the Miniſter of a German Prince, which J 
could, if I would, eafi y name, is to furniſh the Ha. 
niards with a great Sum of Mony, under pretence of 
P. rchaſe, or the engaging of their Towns, which may, 
in caſe their own Mues fail, ſerve them to gain the 
Friendſhip, and ſecure the Aſſiſlance of the e 
the 
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the Electors of Saxony and Brandenburg, and the Houſe 
of Brunſwick, to form all theſ: Princes into a League, 
of which the Emperor is to be the Head; into which 
the States will ſecretly enter, having by the means of 
this Aſſiſtance two Advantages, the one of getting 
Towns of the Spaniards, and the other to make War 
with the Forces of others underhand, and, without ap- - 
pearing in it, will have diſcharg'd themſelves alſo of 
the Subſidies which they hitherto paid to the Hauſe of 
Brunſwick and the Elector of Brandenburg. This is a 
fine Project, if it can ſucceed; and for my part alſo, I 
find no Friends which will do me the ſame Service, 
with regard to thoſe who will have treated me fo well, 
after I have put the Peace into their Hands, on Condi- 
tions which they themſelves propos'd to, and declat'd 
they defir'd of me; and that 'tis alſo certain that this 
Peace depends on nothing but the bare Declaration which 
the States might make at Madrid, if they would, that in 
caſe that the Spaniards refuſ: the ſaid Conditions, which 
they are agreed on with me, they are reſolv'd for their 
owa Intereſt, rather than make War with an Ally, from 
whom they have lately receiv's ſo many Aſſiſtances in 
their great Extremity of Neceſſity, to join their Forces 
with mine to oblige Spain to the, Acceptance of the 
ſaid Conditions, Reaſon of State not permitting them 
to ſee all the Low. Countries fall into my Power, with- 
our, at leaſt, diminiſhing it as much as they can by the 
Cor junction of their Arms with mine; *ti« beyond all 
dauot, that this ſole Declaration would ptoduce the 
Peace in an inſtant. | 

The new Treaty of Partition, of which y-u ſpeak to 
me in your laſt Diſpatch, would alſo equally cauſe the 
ſame Effect, as to the Expedition of the Corcluſibn of 
the Peace; and J will believe partly from the Sicu dp 
's Prudence, and partly for the Affect on which he 
his for me, that after having well weigh'd all tht Rea» 
ſons on one fide and the other, and withovt dotihe re- 
collected that all the other Leagues which are hego-

the firſt what has been ſaid to you, for I cannot remain 
in uncertainty, and without precautioning my felf, 
whilſt ſo many others labour to raiſe Obſtacles againſt 
me.

ſet their Minds at reſt, by not puſhing his Conqueſts, 
in caſe the War continues, farther on the Side of the 
Netherlands; That what the States could agree on in 
this, is fo ſtrenuous and efficacious towards the pro- 
curing of the ſaid Pcace, that a better effect could not 
be expected from the Declaration againſt Spain, which 
your Maj ſty preſſes ſo hard, as what the States and 
their Allis ſhould do to oblige the Saniards to Peace. 

So far are the States flom giving his Majeſty any 
occafion of continuing in any Jealouſie that they 
would contribute by their Counſels to retard the con- 
cluſion of the Peace, that it will doubtleſs appear in 
all their Proceedings that they will accept as much as 
is poſſible for them, and ſo tht if in the Propoſitions 
which may be advanc'd for the conduct of this Affair, 
your Majeſty may obſerve, that if there be any Points 
which remove farther diſtant the hopes of the Peace, 
that the States are always diſpos'd to give Satisfaction 
on that Head, provided that your V ajeſty alſo agrees 
with them on Expedients which ſerve to remove 
the Apprehenſion of the Corqueſt of the Netherlands 
by his Arms; that if your Majeſty will give Security 
to the States againſt the ſaid Apprehenſions, they will 
ſecure that the States ſhall make no difficulty of agree- 
ing to your Majeſty all that you can defire of them, 


that they will not occafion any prejudice to the De- 
ſign of ſafely attaining the ſaid Peace. 


I anſwer'd them, that I would give your Maj:ſty 
an account of the good Intentions which the States de- 
clar'd to have, to continue firm'y ally'd to his Intereſts, 
and reject the Propoſitions which ſhovid be made to them 
to the contrary: That to effect theſe good Inte tions, 
there is a ſhorter way than that which they propcs'd, 
which is to fignifie to the States and Princes of the 
Emoire, that your Majeſty contenting bimſ:If with a 
Partirion, if they did nt conform to it by the laſt of 
March, they ſhould be oblig'd to join their Arms with 
thoſe of his, and attack Flanders joirtly. 


T hat 
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That what I ſaid to them was verbatim conform to 
the Propoſition which Monſieur de Wie made to Mon- 
ſieur Courtin and me, and that I hop'd that the States 
would find ſo many Advantages in this firſt Overture, 
that they would not let ſlip the occaſion of profiting 
by its FLY a "2287; 

That I found his Propoſition very defective, it not 
mentioning a prefix d time concerning the Suſpenſion 
of Arms, no more than that which is neceſſary to 
know whether the Spaniards will accept or refuſe the 
Conditions of Accommodation; that I was aſſur'd that 
your Majeſty had ſo much Goodneſs for the States, 
that he would accommodate himfelf as much as poſ- 
ſible to the Conſtitutions of the State; but to come ſo 
far, Explications were neceſſary; that I did not under. 
ſtand what they would ſay, when they pray your Ma- 
jeſty to remove their Jealouſies and Diſtruſts; that I 
did not ſee that you could do any thing of greater 
Force, nor which better ſhew'd your.Inclination for 
them, than to put the Peace into, their Hands; that in 
all the Conferences which I have had with him, the 
Sieur de Mit, on this Affair, he kept to nothing which 
he advanc'd; that I would willingly believe that the 
preſent Diſpoſition of the Lnclinations of the Deputies 
of the Cities, on the Afﬀairs on which we are treating, 
are not ſo fix d that they cannot alter, and that then he 
ſpoke of himſelf, and that I depend on the Word of a 
Miniſter, who ought to have the conſent of his Ma- 
ſters, but that it appears a few Days after to be nc- 
thing, becauſe the States have not conſented to it; 
that accordingly I pray'd them both, fince they were 
nominared Commiſſioners of the ſecret Affairs, to tell 


me whether they had Power from their Superiors to 


ralk with me, or whether they came of themſelves; 
for in this laſt caſe I ſhould take our Conference to be 
in vain: To which the Sieur de Mie anſwer'd me, that 
they had confe-r'd with the Commiſſioners of ſecret 
Affairs before they came to me, that they were agreed

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on all that he had told me, with a deſire to have room 
to remove the Diſtruſt which he had expreſs'd to me. 
That if in caſe of the Refuſal of the propos'd Con- 
ditions by the Spaniards, your Majeſty would give Aſſu- 
rinces to attempt nothing in the Netherlands, and to 
keep only the Towns garriſon'd, and an Army on the 
defenſive, which is the only thing which could remove 
the Jealouſie of the States, they both of them find in 
the States an intire Diſpoſition that your Majeſty puſh 
your Conqueſts againſt Spain in the Franche Comte, Spain, 
Catalonia and Italy; and that both of them don't at all 
doubt but that in this Caſe, if the Spaniards, the Em- 
peror, or ſome other German Prince, ſhould join to 
attack any one of your Majeſty's Towns, or enter into 
France to make Conqueſts, the States would declare 
War, or attack the Low-Comntries with all their Forces. 
On which I reply'd, that the pretext of the Ruptufe 
is as ſtrong by the Spaniards Refuſal of the Peace on 
the Conditions which they themſelves had propos'd, as 
by the attack of ſome one of the Places which your 
Majefty has conquer'd, 8 8 

I preßd hard on the Conditions of your Majeſty's 
laſt Project, on which the Sieur van Beuningen cry 'd 
out aloud that t would be the Ruin of Amſterdam, who 


traded for thirty Millions in Spain and the Aediterra- 
nean, and brought back ſixty Millions, and that ſhe 
vauld never conſent to it. I told him, that twould 
be the ſame thing when your Majeſty ſhould be at- 


tack'd, in caſe that he turn'd his Arms elſew here; to 
which he reply'd, that there was a great deal of diffe- 
rence in that, the Spaniards or Germans would be Ag- 


greſſors, and that by the Treaty cf 1662 the States 


are oblig'd to break when the King is attack d. In 
ſhort, Sir, twould take up a Quire of Paper to give 
your Majeſty an account of all that was ſaid on both 
fides; we were above four Hours on this Subject. I 
forgot no Argument contain'd in your Memorial, and 
your Diſpatches. Certainly Monſieur de Mit will not 
communicate to the States all that he Advances; this 
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is not that he has a Deſign to deceive, for I know, be- 

ond a poſſibility of Doubt, that if he had been 
ae to, the States had broke in caſe of Refuſal, 
and we have alſo many Cities of this Opinio, but 
they are not ſtrong enough to oppoſe Amſterdam and 
Rotterdam, who are utterly againſt ic, and that ſo far 
that they ej e cted the Propoſal of tue Partition, when 
many others Wee enclin'd to it. Perhaps another Con- 
juncture may be more favourable, and we may re- aſ- 
ſume what is to be quitted at preſent. I have ſeen that 
Monſieur de Mit ſor ſix Months ſucęeſſively could not 
bring the Cities of Amſterdam, Haerlem and Rotrer- 
dam, to break with England, for the ſame Intereſt that 
they had fever hundred Merchant Ships in Spain and 
in the Mediterranean ; yet a time came when not only 
theſe Cities broke with that Kinedom, but alſo were 
the warmeſt in maintaining the War againſt it.

ſterdam, Haerlem, Tergow and Rotterdam, which per- 

ſwaded Monſieur de Mit that the Affair was ſecure, 
In their Sollicitation Meſſieurs Beverning and van 
Beuningen loudly declar'd, and gave the Deputies to 
underſtand, that the Republick was not Free, if all 
Employments and Poſts depended on à ſingle Family; 
that for their Parts, they had rather wholly retire _ 
O a 
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of the Country than remain in it, and be Witnefles of 
ſuch unjuſt Practices; that their Relation was Lieutenant 
of the vacant Company, and that the Relation of Meſ- 
ſieurs de Wit was a young Man, and Cornet of another 
Trocp; that the States were abſolute Maſters and Judges 
of the Merit of the Pretenders, without ſome other Con- 
fideration induc'd them to favour either one or the other 
of them; but that they would always continue firm for 
Liberty, and oppoſe all Oppreſſion. | 

This Argument was puſh'd fo far by each of them, 
that the Cities of Amſteruam, Harlem, Tergow and Rot- 
terdam told Monſieur de Wir, that they could not keep 
their promiſe, and that in Juſtice the Company ought 
to be given to the Lieutenant. ö ; 

The Sieur de Wit very prudently thanked them for 
their Advice, and dropp'd the Sollicitation; and Veſter- 
d:y the Company was beſtow'd on the Lieutenant, pur- 
ſuant to the Deſire of Meffieurs Beverning and van Beu- 
ningen. N | 

You are not to doubt, Sir, but this has touch'd the 
Fam: ly of the de irs; but ſuch Mortifications frequent- 
ly happen amongſt ſuch People astheſe, 

The Spaniards loft no Time in this Conjuncture, but 
puſh'd on their Intereſt; the laſt Twenty thouſand 
Crowns which Louviguy brought by a Bill of Exchange 
from Rodrigo, a Banker of Antwerp, addreſs'd to Mendes 
Flores his Correſpondent at Amſterdam, were paid to 
Richard Secretary of the Spaxiſh Embaſſy. You will 
ſee by the King's Letter all that Monſieur de Mit and 
van Beuningen ſaid to me concerning the preſent State 
of Affairs: You are rot, if you pleaſe, to be ſurpriz'd 
with the Alterations which you obſerve in the different 
Propoſitions which are made, becauſe all that Monſieur 
de Mie thinks reaſonable, and could have carry'd at ano» 
ther time, he cannot at preſent.

T iotreat you to manage cautiopſſy what I particular] 
told you of the Quarrel of Monſieur de Wit with Mct- 
ſieurs Beverning and van Beuuingnen. They are recon- 
cil'd, but 1 muſt tell you, in Confidence, that a plura- 
li y of Cæſars cannot long continue together; that 
Monſieur Beverning has already been oblig'd to accept 
the Commiſſion to go to Germany, Collegue to Prince 
Maurice; and that Manſieur van Beaningen excuſe 

im- 
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himſelf from going to France, what Offers and Ad- 
vantages ſoever are made him on that account; having 
the City of Amſterdam on his fide, I believe they will 
have a great deal of Trouble to. remove him out of this 
Country, where he is in great Credit. 

The Cabal of the Prince of Orange not falling in 
with the Intereſts of Monſieur de Mit, yeſterday the 
States of Holland refolv'd to aboliſh the Charge of 
Stadtholder for ever, the whole Aſſembly taking an Oath 
never to hearken to, nor to accept apy Propoſition for 
the Reſtauration of it ; which was entred in the Regi- 
ſter : We ſhall in ſome time ſee ſomewhat very diffe · 
rent; you may judge, Sir, that in all theſe ſorts of Al- 
terations there muſt be time to take Meaſures; and tis 
impoſſible to talk juſtly on this Head from day to day. 

As for the Journey of the Sieur Blanſpil to Bruſſels, 
Monſieur de Nit proteſts, that he had no other Com- 
miſſion from him to treat of any Affair, than that he 
barely ſaid to him, that when he ſhould ſee Caftel Ro- 
drigo, he ſhould intimate to him, That if he did not 
ſo manage Affairs as to make them tend to giving the 
King Satisfaction, the States would at laſt be oblig'd to 
puſh things ſo far, and that in Conjunction with France, 
that the Spaniards would regiet the loſs of the Oppor- 
tunity of an Accommodation; that he did not think the 
King had any Reaſon to complain of his Conduct, fince 
he did all in his Power to procure what he demanded;

The States hab e written to Zealand, and highly com- 
plain'd of the Privateers which take Offend Commiſ- 
lions, and order'd that they be ſeverely chaſtis'd.

Notwithſtanding which, 
he faid enough to you to make his Majeſty judge that 


thele Gentlemen would very willingly tie up his Hands, 


and remain themſelves intirely free; and they to that 


.end make very good ufe of the Point of Portugal, as 


an everlaſting Pretext againſt a Treaty which they bad 
concerted with the King, and promis'd his Majeſty, 
But yer they will have ſome Difficulty, whatever may 
happen, ever to draw from him, either thro' the pre- 
text of the Obſcurity of the Article, or any other, 4 
Declaration that his Majcfly is capable of breaking Faith 
and Honour, by f:iling in another wl ich he has made 
with the King of Portugal, if that Prince himſelf is not

Tis certain that no leſs is neceſſary than 2 Declares 
tion of this Nature, and alſo accompanied with all the 
other Demonſtrations requifite to the joining and u- 
riting of the Forces, to diſpoſe Spain to Peace: kot 
by a ſingle Circumſtance which has juft happen'd, we 
may eaſily judge they are not at Madrid in any Vein 
which tends that way. You already know that the

Monſieur de Wit did the King Juſtice, in believing 
nothing that ſome would have perſwaded him, that 
Monſieur de Rouviguy had at London made ſeveral Propo- 
ſitions againſt the States, for nothing is ſo falſe as that 


Impoſture; I don't ſay but that if the States in time 


take Steps againſt this Crown, contrary to our Treaties, 
that his Majeſty will not then employ all means that he 
can think of, and which ſhall be in his power, in order 


to ſuffer the leaſt Damage that will be poſſible; but I

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hope that will not happen; and his Majeſty is very well 
pleas'd with, and puts great Confidence in the Promiſe 


which Monſieur de Mit lately gave you, That his Ma-

© this Country, the ſaid Ambaſſador will be very much 
* oblig'd to your Lordſhips, if it will pleaſe them to 
* comprehend in the ſaid Paſport an Exemption from 
* the Tolls and Cuſtoms which may be demanded for 
© the ſaid Horſes, as well in Holland as in Zealand, thro' 
* which ſh& is to paſs, that ſhe may meet with no 
* Trouble on that account in her Paſſage; and your 
© Lordſhips will in this do him a very fingular Favour, 
and without Reſumption.

Receiv'd your Diſpatch of the ſecond Inſtant, I 
could wiſh that Affairs could proceed on as ſwift 

in a Republick, as in a Kingdom; but there hap- 
pen Incidents which interrupt them; that of the Let- 
ters which Don Eſteves de Gamarra has written to 
the Cities, and the Memorial which he preſented ro 
the States of Holland againſt Monſieur de Mit, giving 
them all to underſtand, that he led them by the Noſe 
like Children, that he treated at the ſame time with 
Spain and France, that from Spain he would buy Places, 
and bind himſelf in her Intereſts, and that to Frauce 
he promis'd to make the States break and attack Han- 
ders in Conjunction with her, and conſtrain the Sani- 
ards to a Peace; to which he added many things a- 
gꝛinſt the ſaid Sieur de Nit. He rot being belov'd by 
every Body, this gives him ſome trouble, of which I be- 
lieve he will clear himſelf to his Advantage. Monſ. 
de Beverning, van Beuningen and he, are very cloſcly 
cemented together. The fiiſt will go into Germany, 
and the ſecond ſtill excuſes his return into France, and 
Monſieur de Mit ſets all imaginable Springs on work 
to make him go, „ 
Since my laſt Diſpatch, the Aſſembly of the States 
of Holland broke up, and does not meet again *cill to 
Morrow. The Deputies went to conſult their Supe- 
riors on all that paſs'd betwixt Monſieur de Wit, van 
Beuningen and me, of which I gave the King an ac- 
court laſt Poſt, I perſiſted in telling thoſe Gentle- 
men and the Deputies, that I ſaw the King wou!d not 
recede from any part of his laſt Project: that if they 
would have Peace, they had nothing to do but to te- 
ſolve on it, ard that they muſt not longer amuſe his 
Majeſty by Tergiverſations. I forgot nothing at the 
ſame time requiſite to keep North-Holland in the good

Sentiments in which it is, and do my Duty on that 
Conjuncture: We are, Sir, at the Ctitis of Affairs, and 
what the Spaziſh Ambaſſador has ſgid and written a» _ 
gainſt Monſieur de Wie, will not à little help me to 
puſh on my fide the taking of a good Reſolution. 
Since this Extravagance of that Ambaſſador, ' I ſee 
many which were cool for Moofiear de Wir grow warm, 
and take his part. I cannot yet ſend you any thing 
poſitive, but hope that he will bring his Maſters to « 
good Reſolation,, We muſt deal by degrees with 
theſe People, and not think of bringing them all at

Monſieur Colbert hs ſcent me a Bill of Exchange 
of ten thouſand Rixdollars, which amounts to twenty 
five thouſand Livres of our Mony, to be employ'd pur- 
ſuant to the King's Order; Sir, you will pleaſe to in- 
form me to what uſe his Majeſty appoints that Sum. 
I aſſure you, Sir, that Monſieur de Wir, diſcerniog that 
the King remains firm to his Project, purſuant to my 
expreſs Declaration that his Mj:(ty would not in the 
leaſt recede from it, does his beſt to bring the Cities 
as near 2s poſſible to the King's Sentiments. 

I talk d with him on the Portugueze Affair, he ap- 
proves what you wrote to me on it, and owns that the 
King ought not to furniſh Portugal with a Pretext to 
ſeparate from his Intereſts in this conjurcture, but ſays 
that he is apprehenſive that th:ir Offices will not ſuc- 
ceed with the Spaniards to the Sti: faction of Portugal, 
and that this Point being ſufficient to hinder the Peace, 
tho' the Spaniards ſhou!d even agree with France 
oa the Conditions which his Majeſty demands, all En- 
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deav ours of the States would be vain in order to put a 
final end to this Work, which is their one aim; and 


that the States would be very uneaſie on having made 


ſo many Advances and Declarations, which ſhould prove 


| vain, and only ſerve to draw on them many Enemies. 


To which I reply'd, that the Intereſt of the Peace 
depending on it, there appear d to me no room to he- 
ſitate on ſtepping over the Conſideration which he al- 
ledg'd to me, by reaſon that the States alone would 
have all the Honour of it, it not being to be believ'd 
that the King of Portugal, after; refuſing the Peace 
which Sain offer'd him, becauſe he would not re- 
nounce his Alliance with France, could be abandon'd 
by the King; and that if he thought that in the pre- 
ſent Conjuncture the King ought not to do it, his 
Majeſty muſt be yet more oblig'd to ſupport him, 
when he ſhall be truly ſatisfy'd that he has refus'd this 
Peace: I ſee clearly that the Sieur de Wit being to ſa- 
tisfie ſeveral Cities, all of which are not of our fide, 
meets with Difficulties in things which would eafily 
Paſs if he was alone; but the Conſtitution of this State 
will have it ſo, and *tis neceſſ.ry to accommodate ones 
ſelf to it ſometimes, or ſeem to do ſo, to let the ill 
Humours take their courſe, and re-aſſume the Affair at 
a more favourable Conjuncture. | 

What you inform me, by a Diſpatch, of Cardinal 
Viſconti, will be of eſpecial Service to Monſieur de Mit 
and me, to make appear in this meeting of the States, 
and to the Cities, that the Spariards are not in earneſt 
for the Peace, and that Rome, Venice, and the Pyrenees 
are not pitch'd on for any other reaſon, than to make 
the King loſe the time of the Campagne: I alſo decla- 
red to him, that whatever might happen, the King 
would not yield to a Prolongation of the Suſpenſion of 
Arms beyond the erd of March, of which I defir'd 
him to advertiſe the States. 

Monſieur Courtin can tell you that it coft us a great 
deal of Mony for the Paſſage of the Soldiers, which 
came out of the Priſons during our Reſidence at mn 

i hs After 
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After my return to the Hague, I gave out eight hundred 


Paſſes for Foot Soldiers and Troopers, which I diſtri- 
buted at Rotterdam, with a Crown to each for their 


Paſſage and Subſiſtance: All which were taken Pri- 
ſoners at Charleroy, Dendermonde, Mechlen, Ghent, Bruges 
and Antwerp, and came to the Hague, I have not 


charg'd theſe Expences to the King, no more than ſe- 


veral others during the meeting of the States of Hol- 
land, becauſe I hope that ſerving him faithfully, his 
Majeſty will do ſomething for me or my Family, 


which will recompence all my Loſſes. Moſt of the 
Soldiers which went thro' Zealand came hither all na- 


ked, and in a miſerable Condition; I gave them Shirts 
and Cloaths, as they wanted them: If more come, I 
ſhall take particular care to aſſiſt them, and ſend them 
to France purſuant to the King's Order. 

I have been entreated by Monſieur de Vit, to ask 
you as from my ſelf, whether the King would pleaſe 


that you ſhould write to me, that twould be very a- . 


greeable to his Majeſty in this ConjunRure of a Trea- 
ty of Peace, that Monſieur van Beuningen ſhould come 
into France: I anſwer'd, that I believ'd that *ewould be 
ſoon enough to acquaint you with ir, when the States 
ſhould have reſolv'd to content the Kirg on all the 
Points of his laſt Project, and that the Affair being at 
preſent in agitation amongſt the Cities, without really 
knowing whether *rwould ſucceed, this Requeſt would 
be ſuperfl ious: Pray if you pleaſe ſerd me your Opi- 
nion of it. 

I entreat you to tell the Grand Prior, that no En- 
deavours are omitted to prevail on the other Provinces 
to dol as Holland has done, with regard to the Eſtate of 
the Order of Malta.

F I bad not been in my Bed, as I am, afflicted with 
very uneaſie Pains, your laſt Diſpatch would not 


have occaſion'd any other Anſwer than theſe three 


Words, That tis imp ſſible to negotiate any Affairs 
with People who daily make new Propoſitions, and who 
after having obtain'd every thing which they deſire, 
tho' they did not hope it, yet reckon, it as nothing, and 
unſay whatever they advanc'd, on the awkward Excuſe 
that tis no longer in their Power. I have engag'd Mon- 
ſieur van Benningen an hundred times on the Propoſiti- 
on which he made, and which they have at preſeot re- 
new'd, that the King carry his Arms into other Places 
than the Low-Cowntries, and that the States would de- 
fend his Conqueſts, if any would attack them. I can 
tell you, that the mention'd van Beuningen was himſelf 
ſomewhat aſham'd to make ſuch a Propolal ; and never- 
theleſs 'tis yet on the Table, becauſe that they have 
nothing to the purpoſe to ſay beſides, than to amuſe us 
— Appearance of a Negotiation, and depend 
on that which they have concluded ich others; which 
yet dare throuzhly anſwer, will not have any beiter 
Succeſs.

To return at preſent to what they ſaid to you in

fend his Conqueſts ? They which have ſhew d ſo much 
uneaſineſs at the ſeeing them made, who have conceiv'd 


ſo many Jealouſies, and who own themſelves, will lea\ e 


no poſſible Means unatte mpted to oblige him to re- 
ſtore them, if in their Power; and if the Sixty Millions 
which the Trade of Spain brings to the United · Pro- 
vinces at this J uncture, as they themſelves ſay, hinders 
their daring to declare to the Spaniards, that they muſt 
conclude the Peace, on the Conditions which Monſieur 
de Wit exacted of his Majefly, that he ſhould conſent 
to; the Conſideration of the ſame Sixty Millions, will 
it not yet farther hinder the States in good earneſt de- 
fending thoſe Conqueſts for the King, which give them 
ſo much Uneaſineſs and Jealouſie? If thoſe who have 
the Honour of his Majeſty's Ear in his Councils, ſhould 
have loſt all Senſe in the Point of adviſing him to this 
Confidence in the States, I aſſure you that he alone 
will never do it, being too wiſe, and too clear- ſighted, 
not to ſee plainly. what would happen. 5 

In ſhort, let the Directors of the State turn the Af 
ſair as many ways as they pleaſe, I dare ſay, that to pro- 
cure a ſpeedy Peace for Chiiſtendcm, they will not hit 
on any other good one, nor which will not be ſubject to 
a thouſand Inconveniencies, Dangers and Perplcxities; 


beſides that of declaring. to the Spaniards, that they muſt 


make an Accommodatioh on the Conditions which have 
been concerted betwixt his Majeſty and the States, or 
Join their Arms to his to force themto it, I ſeems here 
incredible, that Lowvigny brought twenty thouſa-d 

Crowns 
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Crowns to diſtribute in the United- Provinces, or only 
the tenth Part of that Sum; that is to ſay, to thoſe 
who know, as the King does beyond poſſibility of doubt- 
ing, that the Neceſſity of Mony is ſuch in the Nether- 
lands, that very often the Marquiſs of Caſtel Rodrigo is 
very much put tout to find a thouſand Crowns; and 
frequently for want of Five hundred,. is forc'd to 
ſuffer whole Bodies of Troops ro periſh. As to the Bi! 
of Exchange of ten thouſand Rix-dollars which we 
have ſent you, things are in ſuch a Poſture where you 
are, that his Majeſty does not ſee at preſent in what 
you can advantageouſly employ it; and I believe, that 
he may order you to return it back, if you don't more 
particularly expreſs to him to what purpoſe you appoint 
it, and that he gives you Power to do it. 


ADDITION. 


Since the writing of my Letter, I have receiv'd one 
from England, by which we ſee that the Dutch Am- 
baſſadors are no longer nice in declaring to ſeveral Mem- 
bers of Parliament, which they take to be the Spaniards 
greateſt Confidents, that there is no League betwixt 
Evgland and the States which can hinder the Loſs of 
Flanders, in which both Nations have ſo great an In- 
tereſt, I well know, that they will tell you again, that 
this is not true; but what will Monſieur de Wit anſwer 
to what Monſieur Meerman himſelf ſaid to Monſieur 
ae Ruviguy, that the ſaid de Mit wrote to him, that the 
King's Pretenſions on the Peace were ſo high, that 
there was no way of accommodating them; that Lax- 
emburg is the Gate of Germany; that the Switzers 
will never ſuffer the Alienation of the Franche Comte; 
that Charleroy gave too open an Entrance into Brabant; 
and yet the King, as you know, did not demand Lux- 
emburg and the Fraxche Comte both, but contented him- 
ſelf with either one or the other; and for Charleroy, 
'twas agreed to be rasd. His Majeſty at laſt yielded 
to whit Monſteur de Wit deſii'd of him, and he writes 
to the States Miniſters, that his Pretenſions are too _— 

; an 
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and that there is no room for Accommodation: This is, 
Sir, the fair Way which he takes to incline the Saniard: 


to the Peace; but I dare anſwer for't, that our Affairs 


won't go worſe.

OU will, Sir, have ſeen by my precedent Diſ- 
patch, that I anſwer'd Meſſieurs de Mit and vas 
Beuningen, the ſame thing which you ſend me by yours 
of the ninth, on the Propoſition which they made of 
the King carrying his Arms into ſome other County 
than Flanders, in caſe that the King of Spain refuſed the 
Conditions of Peace agreed to by the King; they per- 
ſiſt ſtill in the ſame Propoſition, and all the other De- 


puties of the Cities of Holland which I have ſeen are 


of this Opinion, not being willing to help the King 
to take Flanders, as he would ir fallibly, if he attack'd it 
with their Forces: But ſeveral of them told me, and 
particularly the Deputies of North-Holland, That 


being ſecur'd that the King would content himſelf with 


his Conqueſts, and remove the War elſewhere, they 
would uſe their utmoſt Efforts to encline the other 
Cities to promiſe the King to break with Spain and 
the Empire, in caſe they ſhould undertake any thing 
againſt the Places in the King's Poſſeſſion; and that this 
would be a Certainty to the King, to be aſſur'd of keep- 
ing what he had; and a Certainty that his Majeſty 
would not be their Neighbour, which they could nor 
in any wiſe bear. I alledg'd to them what had been 
told me, That the ſole Intereſt of Amſterdam, on ac- 
count of their Commerce with Spain, would always op- 
poſe the Rupture; and that the Reaſon would yet re- 
main, if the King ſhould carry his Arms to any other 
place than Flanders: On which: they reply'd, That 
as mot the ſame thing; that th-ir Promiſes ſign'd by 

| a Trea- 
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s Treaty, were aneff. ua] Engagement; that they de- 
fir'd the Peace, and that the King had what he demand- 
ed; but that they alſo deſir'd their Securities, and that 
his Arms ſhould not proceed farther; that they all pro- 
reſted ro me, that they would do their utmolt to bring 
the contrary Cities into this Deſign. This, Sir, is the 
true State of things at preſent, and *tis impoſſible to rid 
theſe People of Diſtruſt, that the King will render 
himſelf Maſter of Holland, after he is of the Nether- 
lands. | 
I endeavour'd to efface this Impreſſion, by telling 
them, that I would do my beſt to engage the King to 
conſent to the Treaty of Partition made in the Year 
163 5, and that he ſhould yield to the States the ſame 
Conditions. On this, two of the North- Holland De- 
puties, very much my Friends, took me afide, and told 
me, that fifteen Days paſt they were all for the Treaty 
of Partition; but that having propos'd it to the People 
of Antwerp, Bruges and Ghent, and ſpread Reports by 
third Perſons, I hat they would be much happier by 
yielding to the States, than remaining under the Sani- 
ards; ail the Magiſtrates and People ſaid, That when 
they could no longer preſerve themſelves ſubject to the 
Spaniards, they would rather yield to France than the 
Hollanders, who were Hereticks: That this great A- 
verſion which they had to them, ſhew'd them that 
what they world do in caſe of Hopes of a Partition, 
would ſerve only to help all the Cities to take a Reſo- 
lution to yield the ſooner to Fraud ; that thus Prudence 
requir'd them to endeavour their Security, the only 
way which they could find it; which is, that the

now, that this way of proceeding would at laſt tire 
his Majeſty, and oblige him to take his Meaſures elſe- 
where, He told me, that in the Conferences which 
he had with them the day before yeſterday, he talk'd 
boldly to them, and gave them to underſtand, that 
the German Princes were perſwaded, that the King was 


reduced to very moderate Pretenſions, and that twas 


neceſſary to oblige the Spamiards to agree to them; bur 
I did not to day find thoſe Gentlemen more inclin'd 
to break with them, in caſe of Refuſal, than the laſt 
time I talkd with them. Monſieur van Benningen 
is the warmeſt on this Head, and tells all the Members 
from the Cities, rhat they muſt loſe their Wits, and 
be as blind as the Spaniards have been, before they can 
ſuffer the King to conquer Flaxders, ſince Holland muſt 
follow it; that there is no greater Proof that his Ma- 
jeſty aims at conquering the whole Country, than that 
of his Refuſal of the Offer which the States make of 
maintaining his Majeſty's Conqueſts in Flanders, and 
oppofing all thoſe who fhall attack them, provided that 
the King remove the War into o:her Countries diſtant 
from them. He being in great Reputation, draws 
moſt of the Cities over to his Opinion, finding them all 
ſtick to that Point, That the King content himſelf with 
his Conqueſts, and carry bis Arms out of Flanders, 
which I continue to refuſe. I have not mention'd hat 
you wrote to me of diſpenſing with the States breaking 
with Spain, provided that they promiſe to oppoſe with 
all their Forces the Aſhſtance which ſhall ccme from 
Germany, or elicwhere; becauſe without this Conditi- 
on we may puſh the War in the Netherlands 

You ſee how things go at preſert, and the Difpr ſi- 
tion of theſe People, on which you may take your Mea- 
tures: AlLthat I can do, is to take Advantage of Time 


and 
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and Opportunity in the jarring Conteſts of theſe Cities, 
which frequently happen. * 
Mionſieur de Mit did no forget to tell me, that there 
is not one Word of Truth in all that you have been 
inform'd of from England; that to contradict what you 
have been told, That Monſieur AMerman declar'd to 
Monſi eur Ruvigny, no more was neceſſary than to let me 


read the ſaid Aeerman's Letter, which repreſents ver- 
 batim what Iſola ſaid to him; that the King's Preten- 


ſions were inſupportable, that he demanded the Franche 

Comte, which the Switzers would oppoſe, and never 

coaſent to; that the City of Luxemburg was a Poſt 
and Entrance into Germany, and a neighbouring place 

to the States Territories; and that to grant what the 

King ask'd, was as much as to yield the whole Low- 

Countries to him: Thus much on this Article; and the 

Sieur de Wit ſays, That as to the other Point which he 

wrote to Meerman, that Charleroy, the Dutchy of 
Luxemburg and the Franche Comte, were too high Pre- 

tenlions; that theſe Reports vaniſh'd of themſelves, 

fiace he well knew, that the Dutchy of Luxemburg 

| was never propos d otherwiſe than in caſe of departing 

from the Franche Comte, and that Charleroy was to be 

rat d. He expreſs'd himſelf to be touch'd with the Fa- 

cility with which things of this Nature were bcliev'd, 

| tho! very different from his way of acting. He aſſur'd 

me, that if it had been in his Power to have brought 

Affairs to the point, which the King defir'd in his laſt 

Project, he had done it, but that the Diſtruſt was too 

great in the Minds of his Countrymen, that on the. 
Continuance of the War the King would make himſelf 
Maſter of Flanders; and that I might havediſcern'd, 

by the Acquaintance which I had in the Cities, that 

they could not be cur'd of this Apprehenſion, as long 

as the King ſhould reſerve to himſclf the Liberty of at- 

racking Flanders. I ſtill continued firm in refuſing to 

alter any thing in the King's Project, uſing the Reaſons 

contain'd in his Myelty's and your Diſpatches. 


I do 1bt 
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I doubt not, Sir, but you know better than I, the 
Spaniards want of Mony: The Letter which the Prince 
of Strasburg gave me, written by {ſola, will confirm 
it to you; but yet pleaſe to aſſure your ſelf, that the 
Twenty thouſand Crowns were paid at Amſterdam by 


Mandes Flores à Banker, and that the Bill came from | 


Barnardo, a Banker of Antwerp; Richard, Conſul of 
the Spaniſh Nation, and related to the Ambaſſador's Se- 
cretary, receiv'd that Sum; to what uſe it was employ'd, 
I can't certainly tell you; but I ſaw, by the Letters of 
ſome Amſterdam Merchaots, that Two hugdred thou- 
ſand Weight of Powder was bought for Ghent, and this 
Mony might bedeſtin'd for that. | l

From the Count D' Eſtrades to Monſicur de | 


Lionne: December 15, 1667. 


75 7 the writing of my firſt Letter, I ſaw two 
Deputies of Amſterdam, which are in ſome mea- 
ſure oblig'd to me, and are not always in the Sent!“ 
ments of Monſieur van Beuningen, who will by no 
means hear of a Rupture with Spain. I have alfo ſeen 
ſome others of thoſe Cities, which are not favourably 
inclin'd to us, which I found wavering enough to fall 
in with the Opinion of thoſe of North» Holland, if we 
could give them any Security that the King would not 
extend his Conqueſts farther in the Wetherlands: It 
belongs at preſeatto his Majeſty to diſcern which is his 
greateſt Intereſt, ro give over all ſort cf Negotiations 
with theſe People, and take Meaſures with his other 
Allies for the Conqueſt of Flanders, or to accommodate 
himſelf ro the Conſtitution of a.Republick, whoſe 
Diftcuſt will cut all ſhort, if his Mzjzſty does not give 
them Satisfaction, that he will no manner of way puſh 
his Conqueſts farth:r ; for as for the Aſſurances of it, 
if the whole Province of Holland ſhould agree to break 
with the King of Hain, the Emperor and his Adhstents, 
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in caſe they attempt any thing on the Places conquer d 
by the King, and then the Provinces conſent to it, and 
the Treaty be ſigrfd on the Points on boch Sides, chey 
would be all intire, and not as in the Propoſitions which 


have been hitherto made without the Concert of all 


the Cities; but at preſent all is publiſh'd, and none are 


igyorant of the Conditions which are to be refolv'd on, 


and this is the time to ſtir and negotiage in the Cities, 
in the Provinces, and in the Aﬀembly of the States- 
General to attain that end. If the King finds his Ad- 
vantage in this Propoſition, there are Cities which are 
not for us, which may eaſily be giin'd. 

The Deputies of the Provinces alſo might be mas» 
nag'd, that what ſhould be reſolvd might paſs without 
difficulty ; ind if I was capable of adviſing the King, 
I would break all Meaſures with the States, becauſe 
that they will as well do all they can againſt his Intereſts, 
and will be fo confirm'd in their Jealouſies of France 
by the Refufal of a Propoſition, which they alledge to 
be all that the King demands, which is to keep what he 
has, or to have in exchange the Places mention'd in his 
Proj ct, to which they will oblige themſelves to force 
the Spaniards by a Treaty in the above mention d Form; 
that the People will be all inclin'd to follow the Senti - 
ments of the States againſt us, with the ſame Reaſon 
that they did againſt England, which is to preſetve their 
Liberty; and that cis eaſie to judge that the —_— 
attack them, after having conquer'd Flanders. This is, 
Sir, what the SpamiſÞ ſpread abroad already, on my te- 
jecting this Propoſition, and ſticking to thetof the 
King, 7 
The Prince of Strasburg, who is very clear-ſighted, 
and has conferr'd with Monſieur de Wit, van Beuninger 
and ſeveral others, is in doubt which to chuſe; for on 
the one Side, he thinks that the States are to be cau- 
tiouſly manag'd, by reaſon of their Mony and nume- 
Tous Forces; it being certair, that they can bring into 
the Field Twenty thouſand Foot, and Five thouſand 


HForſe; and with ithat Army, and the Troops of the 


Electors, 
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Electors, tis certain the Spaniards and Imperialiſts may 
be hindred attempting any thing on the King's Con- 
queſts in Flanders; and on the other, be obſerves ſuch 
an Obſtinacy in the States to be aſſur d that the King 
ſhall not puſh his Conqueſts farther in Flanders, for 
their own Security, that he is apprehenſive that theſe 
Conteſts will break all Meaſures with the States, if the 
King does not conſent to it. This, Sir, is the true 
State of Affairs at preſent, on which I ſhall expect the 
King's Commands, in order to execute them punctually. 
I own that your Letter rid me of a great Uneaſineſs, 
which the manner of acting of theſe People here bad 
given me; and that the Aſſurance which it gave me, that 
whatever they ſhould do, the King's Affairs would nat 
go the worſe, ſet my Mind very much at reſt.

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From Monfieur de Lionne to the Count 
D'Eſtrades: December 46, 1667. 


Receiv'd your Diſpatch of the 8th, which ſeem'd 
better to the King than the precedent ones, but tis 
ſcarce ſo; both one and the other admirably well re- 
preſeat the Difficulties and Diſpoſitions of a popular 
State, when tis requiſite to form an important Reſolu- 
tion, which is to be attended with great Conſequences, 
what part ſoever they chuſe. If in this | Conſtitution of 
Government the Suffrages were weigh'd, and not num- 
ber'd, his Majeſty would have no Reaſon for the leaſt 
uneaſineſs in the World concerning the Event of this 
Deliberation; for tis impoſſible that the wiſeſt of the 
State don't very evidently ſee that they have no other 
good, nor any juſter Choice on this Occaſion, than to 
remain inſeparably united to this Crown, as wellbetauſe 
they are already his Majeſty's Allies, as by reaſon that 
he has been pleasd ( in Confideration of the Intereſt 
which they think they have in it) to put the Peace in-

You were very much in the right to declare to the 
Deputies, that the King would not part with any of 
the Conditions of his laſt Project; and to ſay truth, I 
don't ſee in what Particular his Mæjeſty can do it, ſince 
he has already been prevail'd on to depart from every 
thing which the States themſelves deſir'd him to 
quit; and you may add to that, That without the Con- 
{ideration of the ſaid States, the Spaniards would not 
come off ſo cheap as they may do, it they ſpeedily con-

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Affairs of Flanders; or the Portuguexe will reject that 
Propoſition, and the King be fo much the more oblig'd 
( as Monſieur de Wit has already acknowledg'd ) nes er 
to abandon the King of Portugal. Bur if his Majeſty 
ſhould be willing to ask the ſaid Sieur de Wir, who 15 
ſo intelligent, and judges ſo well of Aﬀeairs, to tell 


him, whether he himſelf thinks, that after this great 


publick Step which Spain will have made, it can once 
come into bis Mind, that in cafe by the 1cfo'ute Decli- 
rations of the States, *rwere poſſible to incline it ſin- 
cerely towards the Peace, to avoid greater Loſſes, and 
to agree to one of the Alternatives which the King has 
offer d; whether, I ſay, after the Conditions are intire- 
ly adjuſted, with regard to the King, Spain would a 
Moment delay the Accommodation, on account of yield- 
ing the Title of King, to the King of Portugal, which 
it has ſent in ſuch ſolemn manner to offer him. 

The King has receiv'da Corfirmation,even from Roms, 
( where the Pope's Courier at laſt return'd, after havin 
been ſtopp'd almoſt a Month at Maarid ) that the Spa- 
niards will not treat of Peace any where, but at Rome, 
Venice, or the Pyrenees. Six intire Months have been 
allo wid for. this Negotiation, reckoning from his Ma- 
j:ſty's firſt Declarations; and tho' three of them are 
already expir'd, Spain has induſtriouſly put the Affair 
out of all State of Accommodation, on accoutt of a 
Preliminary which is not of ary Importance, even to 
it { If; for ſhould the King at preſent go to Rome to

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From the Comt D'Eſtrades to Monſieur 
de Lionne: December 22, 1667. 


O U will not, by this Diſpatch, receive any very 

deciſive account of the Affair, that is of the Ac- 
ceptance of the King's Project in the ſame Form which 
tis couch d; but yet I am not without hopes that you 
will be pleas'd with the Condition in which we at 
preſent are, and that you will believe it to be a conſi- 
derable ſtep made towards the coming at the reſt. 
You are then to know, Sir, that after the departure of 
the laſt Poſt, the Commiſſioners of ſecret Affairs, of 
which number is Monſieur de Vit, came twice to me, 
to ſound me whether twould not be poſſible that the 
King ſhould puſh his Conqueſts in other Countries be- 
ſides Flanders; that on that Condition they would 
oblige themſelves to break with Spain, in caſe that it 
refus'd the Propoſitions offer'd by the King: I an- 
ſwer'd them, that they had nothing to expect from me 
more than what I had already told them, which is, 
that nothing was to be — * from the King's Pro- 
ject; that in Conſideration of the States, he had re- 
lax'd more than he would otherwiſe ever have done, 
and alſo againft his own Intereſts; that after that, I 
would tell them, from my ſelf, that *rwas time to come 
to a Reſolution, and to chuſe and declare whether they 
would be Spaniards er French, After which Monſieur de 
hit took up the Diſcourſe, and told me, that the States 
would not take part againſt the, King, but that they 
were oblig'd to provide for their Safety; to which I 
reply'd, that *twas impoſſible for the King to act more 
ſincerely on his part, he having fix'd the Conditions 
which the States deſir'd, and having put Peace into 
their Hands; but that I was oblig'd to tell them, not 
as the King's Ambaſſador, but a private Friend, that 
twas time to come to a Reſolution. You may pleaſe 
to obſerve that I talk'd to them in this manner, after ba- 
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ving ſecur'd the Cities of Aunſterdam, Haerlem, Ley- 
den and Rorterdam, to give their Opinion, that Satis fa- 
ction muſt be given to the King; and theſe Cities 
join'd to the former of North. Holland, which are not 
alter'd, but remain in the Sentiment that France is to 
be contented, by which I was as it were aur d that 
the Deliberation of the Province of Holland would be 
favourable to us, and that the whole Aſſembly will act 
in concert with Monſieur de Wir, whence 1 thought 
that time proper to preſs them to a Concluſion : In 
ſhort, Monſieur 4e Wit and the Deputies leaviag me, 
made their Report in the Aſſembly of the States, and 
the Conſideration of it was deferr'd till the next Day: 
Prince Miliam of Furſtemberg arriv'd the ſame Day, I 
recounted to him all that bad paſs'd, and entreated him 
to ſee Monfieur de Mit, and to tell him, that as for 
the Propoſition, that the King ſhould carry his Cor- 
queſts into ſome other Country than Flanders, he came 
from his Majeſty, who had ſaid to him, that this Of- 
fer ſo violeotly ſhock'd him that he would never cor- 
ſent to it, and that if the States perſiſted io it, all man- 
ner of Negotiation muſt ceaſe, and Meaſures be taken 
elſewhere, The Sieur de Mit made this Report to the 
States of Holland, on which that Aſſembly reſolv'd to 
ſend its Opinion to the States-General, in order 10 de- 
pure it in the Provinces to conform them to it. 

This Opinion is, to remain united to Frauce; to de- 
clare to the Spaziſh Ambaſſador that he is not to ex- 
pect any Aid or Aſſiſtance from the States; that they 
deſire Peace; that the King's Propofals are thought 
reaſonable, and that if the Spaniards refuſe them, they 
will make uſe of all the molt efficacious forcible ways 
to conſtrain them; that the Miniſters of the Kings and 
Princes Reſident in this Court be ſpoken to, to bring 
them to the fame Sentiments, to the end that all toge- 
ther may be in a Poſture to join to force the Spaniards 
to it. This is what paſs'd Yeſterday, after which the 
Province of Holland nam d Monſieur van Beuningen to 
go with utmoſt haſte to France to the King, and regu- 
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late and clear with his Majeſty the Points to be agreed 
on after this Declaration; the ſaid Sieur van Beuningen 
his been at Amſterdam, to entreat the Burgomaſters, 
Regents, and thoſe of the Magiſtrature, to refuſe their 
conſent to this Nomination; but the States were be- 
forehand with him, and told him that the Service of 
the State requir d his taking this Journey, and that it 
could not be diſpens'd with; fo that he will perform 
it againſt his Inclination, but will be better there than 
here; you will, Sir, have no more to do than encoun- 
ter his Arguments,' which prevail on the People here, 
and I am certain will not influence you. He is not 
yet got off from his Opinion that the King muſt not 
puſh his Conqueſts farther in the Lou Countries, but 
remove them elſewhere, any more than that on the 


Partition, to which he ſtrongly irclines; not to that 
made in 1635, but to that projected in 1663, We are 


not yet in Condition to enter on that Affair, we muſt 
come to it by Degrees, and without the Cities per- 
ceiving it, as well as the Rupture. Monſieur de Wit 
does not doubt but that we ſhall compaſs both with 
Time and Patience, but in order to attaining thoſe Ends, 
the Provinces muſt conform to the Opinion of Hol- 
land: But knowing that there will be a great deal of 
difficulty to bring them all to agree on this Point, 
by reaſon of the various Intereſts which keep them 
ty'd to Spain, by the Cabals manag'd in thoſe Pro- 
vinces, I thought to hint to Monſieur de Vit, to take 
the ſame courſe which he did when the War was de- 
clar'd againſt England, which was, that when Holland 
had gain'd three Provinces, to publith the States Decla- 
ration, and let alone the three others which were of 
the contrary Opinion; after ſome time they muſt con- 
form to the Reſolutions of Holland, which he appro- 
ved, and they will a& on this Foot to ſhorten time. 
Tho? this which is paſs'd, is not all that the King 


may deſire, I hope yet that his. Majeſty will content 


himſelf wich it, no more being to be done; but cer- 
taialy this would I.ad us to Repoſe, if the other Pro- 
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vinces would con form to the Opinion of that of Hol- 
land, for without that, tis equally impoſſible to begin 
or conclude a Treaty of any Force or Validity. 

You may allo pleaſe to obſerve, that if it had been 
at firſt defir'd of the Cities that they ſhould break 
with Spain, in caſe of its Refuſal of the Conditions 
which the King propoſes ; on the very word of break- 
ing, the Reaſons of a Rupture would have held the 
Aſſembly of the States above three Months in ſuſpence 
without declar ing; but able States-men clearly diſcern 
that this Reſolution of Holland leads them to a Rup- 
ture, which will more evidently appear when the Tree _ 
ty is made. 

The Article of Portugal is that which moſt puzzles 
Monſieur de Wir, for he plainly ſees that the King cat- 
not with Reputation and Honour abandon the King 
of Portugal, if he refuſes the Conditions which the 
Kivg of Spain offers him; but withal docs not ſee 
any way of makirg the People reliſh the breaking with 
Spain, for the Intereſt of Portugal; for if the King of 
Spain yields all whatever the King demands for his 
partition, and yet will not agree with the King of Por- 
tugal, the Peace is broken; and yet he has ſollicited it 
with the States of Holland only on the foot that the 
King ſhould ſign the Peace, on proc-ring for him the 
Alternative; and to the mention'd Oppoſitions which 
they made on the Port#gueze Affair, he has always told 
them that Expedients would be found to accommo- 
date' itz but that he could wiſh that the King would 
leave the King of Portugal to agree, to remove this 
Obſtacle, becauſe that after that if the Spaniards ſhou!d 
refuſe the King's Conditions, they would proce:d to a 
Rupture, without being hinder'd by the Tor tuguexe 
Affair; and that for the King's Security, that he may 
not ſuffer this Accommodation to be made in ſuch 
manner that he may receive any P:cjudice by it, he 
thinks that before declaring his Sentiment to his Mini- 
ſters in Portugal, 'cwould be neceſſary to Nay 'till the 
Treaty is Ggn'd betwixt the King and the States, which 
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would be a Security and an Engagement of a Rupture 
with Spain; and this Portuguexe Peace will perhaps be 
prejudicial to the King, but their Troops cannot be 
tranſported into Flanders without being taken, the States 
intending to keep a Fleet of fifty Sail at Sea, and the 
King having alſo his there, will render the Paſſage of their 
Forces impoſſible; and as he cannot ſee that the King 
has any thing to fear from ſuch a Peace with Portagal, 
that as for the Aſſiſtance which the Spaniards may ſend 
into Flanders, he does not think twill be in the Power 
of the Spaniards to do it. 5 

There are but ſeven Cities in North-Holland, all 
which have from the beginning been of Opinion to 
continue united to France, and have brought over five 
other Cities to their Sentiment, which has ballane'd 
the contrary Opinion for two Months, without any Re- 
ſolution having been taken, which allow'd us time to 
gain others.

From Monſieur de Lionne to the Count 
D'Eſtrades : December 23, 1667. 


J Receiv'd both your Diſpatches of the 15th of 
this Month, and all that I can ſay to you on their 
Contents in few Words is, that tis impoſſible for the 
King's Intereſts to go worſe than they do in the Uni- 
d- Provinces: We way ye: alledge that there did not 
appear one Footſtep of this prodigious J ealouſie of the 
Neighbourhood of the King's Arms in 1659, when 
tis notorious that they might have ſciz'd all the Ne 
therlands in two Campaigns, and theſe Gentlemen did 
not ſay one Word, nor did they make the leaſt Motion 
in the world to ſtop their Progreſs, and that even be- 
fore they were oblig'd to him for ſaving their State 
from the Power of the Engli ſb, and the attack of the 
Biſhop of Munſter; and on the contrary, when they 
ought much more to have fear'd the Reſentments - 
this 
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this Crown on the abandoning of Adzyſter; but what is : 
yet much more, his Majeſty has put into their Hands the 


enſie and unqueſtionable Means of ſpeedihy and infal- 


libly curing this great Jealoufie. In order to this, 
they would have no more to do than in ſeeming good 
earneſt, if they ſhould not even effectually reſolve on 
it, to declare to the Spaniards, that if they would nor 
ſign the Peace on the Conditions propos'd and found 
to be Juſt, they would join their Forces to thoſe of 
the King, to neceſſitate them to it; but how does it 
appear that they have ftirr'd or us'd the leaſt Endea- 
vour to poſſeſs the Spaniards with this Appre henſion, 
yet after having on that Promiſe, not only extorted 
the King's Secret, but exacted from him very conſide- 
rable Relaxations of the Conditions of Accommedati- 
on, for no other Reaſon than folely his Majeſty's In- 
tention to pleaſe them: Is there the leaft Sincerity, or 
even the leaſt Decency, in all this way of Proceeding 3 
I remember ſomething almoſt of the ſame Nature with 
this, which happen'd at the Treaty of Manfter: The 
King's Plenipotentiaries being reduc'd only to ask of 
Pauw and de Chan, that they would barely make 
ſhew for fifteen days as tho' they would act fign that 
Peace unleſs France was ſatisfy'd, yet they could never 
obtain from them that Declaration, tho they feign'd 
to act in concert with us, and no Prejudice could have 
happen'd to them by it: What would the States have 
loft by fending a Perſon threr Months paſt to have 
talk'd reſolutely to the Spaniards, to have oblig'd them 
to have accepted the Conditions propos'd by Monſicur 
de Wit himſelf? perhaps the Peace would have been al- 
ready made, or very near being concluded; whilſt for- 
getting all rhat is paſt, theſe Gentlemen at preſent go 
out of the way to endeavour to oblige the King, pur- 
ſuant to the fine Conceit which has happer'd into the 
Thoughts of Monſieur van Beuningen, to remove the 
Fate of Arms from the Netherlands. They talk very 
pleaſantly, without troubling themſelves whether the 
King can march an Army over the Mountains, to make 
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War in Catalonia, not only without any revolt in that 
Country, but where the Spaniards may oppoſe againſt 
him all the Armies which are employ'd in Portugal; 
nor whether his Majeſty could eaſily blow up all the 


Territories of the Duke of Savoy, to make way for his 


Troops to come at and attack the Dutchy of Milan, de- 
fended beſides by the Inclemency of the Air, and a 
very great number of ſtrong Places, and even on the 


hazard of ſeeing deſcend thither Inundations of Ger- 


mans, without any poſſibility of ſtopping their Paſſage; 
nevertheleſs his Majeſty will cauſe the Duke of Savoy 
to be ſounded, whether he ſhall be diſpos'd to enter 


on Action with him, and take part of the Advantages 
of the common Conqueſts; but he cannot poſitively 


engage himſelf with the States on that Project, unleſs 
before he be aſſur'd of bringing the Duke of Savoy to 
it: Otherwiſe, provided his Majeſty could cblige the 
Spaniards to do him Juſtice on the Queen's Rights, 
'twould be very indifferent to him by. what ſort of 
Conqueſt he did it, and he had rather receive his Sa- 


tisfaction in Italy than in Flanders. 


The Queſtion would only be, what Security his Ma- 
jeſty might depend on from the indiſputable Faith of 
the States, with regard to the Maintenance and De- 
fence of the Conqueſts in Flanders againſt every Ag - 
greſſor whatſoever; that is to ſay, of ſuch a State 
which lets him know that a Rupture with Spain affects 
their Commerce to the Sum of ſixty Millions, and 
which perhaps would Sacrifice them, to ſee thoſe Con- 
queſts out of his Mijeſty's Hands. 

By all theſe Conſiderations you may comprehend 


that 'tis very difficult, tho' not impoſſible, that his Ma- 


jeſty ſhould fo very much change as they propoſe; as alſo 
that in this Uncertainty he would not have ſo much 
as one Penny expended to gain thoſe Perſons which 
you ſay 2re againſt this Project, and cannot reſv]ve to 
ſee their State oblig'd to defend the King's Conqueſts 
againſt all Aggreſſors. | 
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But yet I can adviſe you, that the Spaniards have 
ſo great a Deſire of Peace, and fo earneſtly wiſh that 
the States ſhould have part in this Negotiation, that 
they have declar'd to the Pope that they will nor treat 
but at Rome, Venice, or the Pyrenees, and'even for that 
Reaſqn, that they would have 'a Suſpenſion for a Year, 
and that his Majeſty in that interim put into the Pope's 
Hands the Places which he has conquer'd: It belongs 
then at preſent to the States to reſolve whether they 
will rather take, and maintain at ſome Expence, and 
not without ſome Danger, the part of ſuch unreaſonable 
People, or that of the King their ancient Friend and 
Ally, who has put the Accommodation into their Hands 
on the Conditions which they deſir d. | + ths avs

viſe the King to make that Exchange; for on the one 
fide I ſee that all the German Auxiliaries cannot get into

The 
Day which Prince William of Furſtemburg parted from 
the Hague, he ſent by his Secretary, to Monſieur de Mit 
and me, a Copy of the Relation which he ſent you cf 
our Converſation with the mention'd Sieur de Wit, who 
came to me this Evening to tell me, that he found two 
Things to object againſt in his Relation; the one, That 
it ſet the Project berwixt the King and the States, which 
ought not to have been, it not being authoriz'd by his 
Maſters; and that 'twas firſt neceſſary to engage them 
to agree to thoſe Propofitions: And the other, That 
*ewas ſaid in the ſaid Relation, That the King ſhould 
have the Liberty to attack the Dutchy of Luxemburg, 
of which he never thought, nor did he ever confent to 
it, that being directly contrary to the Peace and Secu- 
rity which the States pretend to by this Accommoda- 
tion, 

TI anſwer'd him, That I was to tell him, that I per- 
ſiſted in what I had declar'd to him, that the King 
would not conſent to any longer Delay than the Endof 
Mirch; and as to the acting of his Majeſty's Arms, I 
was aſſur'd, that his Intention and Intereſts would en- 
cline him to act vigorouſly on the Eremies places, if 
the Spaniards did not, between this and the End of 
March, accept the moderate Conditions to which the 
King had reduc'd his Demands, in Conſideration of the 
States.

The King was very glad to hear that Monſieur de

I receiv'd, Sir, with a Joy which I cannot expreſs to 


you, the News of the Favour which the King has be- 


ſtow'd on Monſieur de Berny, and the Juſtice which 
he hs rendred to your great Services. Really *tis not 
poſſible to hear in what manner the King ſurpriſes his 
Servants with Benef:Rions of ſo high a Price, without 
Admiration : Theſe Examples give great Hopes to thoſe 
which are in the Scrvice, and I own, that I place my 
ſelf in that Number, and entreat you, Sir, onthe Oc- 
caſions of any vacant Benefices, not to neglect to re- 
member his Majeſty that I have three Sons of the Church, 
and no Eſtate to give them; fince he has provided the 
Abby of Saint Vincent, tis to be hop'd from his Good-

ter in patiently bearing with, and endeavouring by ne- 
gotiating to bring back their Inclinations; twill be your 
Task, Sir, to cure them, by Monſieur zn Beuningen, 
of the Fear in whichthey are, that if the Spaniards re- 
fuſe the Peace, and Flanders is attack'd by the King's 
Forces, it is abſolutely loſt without Remedy; and this 
is what they by no means deſire.

ningen's Inſtructions: He cannot go for France before 
'tis ſign'd by all the Provinces, purſuant to their Trea- 
ty of Union; thoſe of Utrecht, Frieſland and Gronin- 
gueu, will have him barely charg'd with repreſenting to 
the King, That Juſtice and Equity require that the 
Differences betwixt France and Spain be referr'd to an 
Arbitration; that there be a Suſpenſion of Arms for a 
Year, and that the States be barely Mediators in.this 
Affair Zealand, Overyſſel and Gelderland don't ſay one 
Word, nor can we anſwer for them, that they will be 
either for or againſt the Opinion of Holland, which 
continu:s firm to its firſt Sentiment, of which I have 
alrezdy given you an Account by my precedent Di- 
ſpatches. 

The Provinces of Frieſland, Groninguen and Utrecht 
have not left unpractis'd any Method of ſolliciting or 
caballing, to debauch the Cities of Holland, and get 
them over to their Party, which is abſolutely for that 
of Spain; but the diligent Endeavouis of Meſſieurs de 
Wit and van Beuningen have kept them firm; and the

M OST dear great Friends, Allies and Confede- 
rates, having ſome days ſince reſolv'd to take 
our ſelves in Perſon, a Progreſs the next Month to car- 
ry on an Expedition of War ; we thought that by Rea- 
ſon of the great Affinity which Hoſtilities always have 
with the Negotiations of Peace, either to advance or 
retard the latter, that Decency and Reaſon render it 
highly proper to communicate without delay our De- 
ſign, and the Motives of it, to all the Princes and Po- 
tentates, our good Friends and Allies: And as in this 
number you hold a principal Rank, we ſhall tell you 
in the farſt place, that we purpoſe to ſer out from 
hence on the firſt Day of the next Month, and to go 
into the Franche Comte at the Head of a Body of 
Forces, to endeavour to poſſeſs our ſelves there of ſome 


Poſts: As for the Motives which have induc'd us to 


take this Reſolution, we had two principal ones; the 
firſt, and doubtleſs the moſt important, was by this Ex- 
pedient to give you a better Opportunity, if our Arms 
are ſucceſsful, to diſpoſe the Spaniards to Peace; to 


which they have ſuch an invincible averſion, that they 


would not yet even conſent to treat of it, having al- 
ready by Negligence or Deſign under ſeveral Pretexts 
let ſlip five Months of very precious time of ſeven that 
we have granted, and which bave been ſo advantage- 
ouſly employ'd, without conſenting to agree on the 


Place of meeting; a thing indifferent enough in its 


ſelf, and on which it may beſides be faid, that they 
PETR 72S EE. Kk 4 have 
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bave not taken their Meaſ.res well, very far from ad- 
vancing the Agreement with us, who ace their Enemy, 
or with the Mediatorswho have Intereſt in this Choice, 
for cheir own Convenience; for at the ſame time, that 
they have declar'd to our Holy Father the Pope with a 
reſolute haughtineſs, like that of Conquerors, that they 
will never treat any where. but at Rome, Yenice, or the 
Pyreuces: The Marquis of Caffe! Rodrigo, provided, 

as he ſays, with full Powers, has writen-to his Hol- 
neſs's Miniſter which is on the Rhine, that he choſe the 

Imperial City of Aix la Chapelle, which we inſtmtly ac- 

cepted, tho with a very reaſonable doubt, that the 

mention'd Marquis would be diſown'd by the Court 

of Madrid; it being ſcarce to be believ'd that the 

Crown of Sain would in this manner impoſe on his 

Majeſty, by a reſolute Declaration that it would not 

treat in the Parts on this fide, and that at the ſume 

time its pretended Plenipotentiary will treat here, We 

thought then, that to awaken our Enemies our of their 

| Lethargy, or alter their defign'd Proceedings, and the 
beiter to inſpire in them the deſire of Peace, than their 
Loſſes which they ſuffer'd laſt Campagne, have yet 
been able to do to a ſufficient degree; we are oblig'd, 
both with regard to our own Perſon and our Forces, to 
light the rigour of the Seafon, and all the Inconveni- 
ences of ſuch a fatiguing Journey, in order, if poſh- 
ble, by ſome new Succeſs of our Arms, to reduce them 
to a prefling want of that Peace, which they ſo obſti- 
ately reject, and make room for your Zeal for the 
Publick Repoſe to act more effectually and ſucceſsfully 
with them to advance it, and not hazarg it, and com- 
mit it to the Military Succeſſes pf the next 5 > 
Our ſecond principal Motive concerns our own Safety, 
and fo far cannot be diſapprov'd by any Perſon what- 
ever, if he will judge aright of Things: We have 
been acquainted that the Spaniſh Ambaſſador Reſident 
at the Court of Vienna, not content to have perſwaded 
the Emperor to begin to make great Military Prepatz- 
tions on New-Year's Day, under Pretence that all the 
DD” Princes 
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Princes of the Empire alſo arm'd, after this firſt ſtep, 
earneſtly ſollicited the Emperor to fend an Army in 
the Spring againſt us into the Dutchy of Burgwnay, to 
endeavour to make a Diverſion there, which ſhould 
prevent our Forces being able to act in the Nether- 
lands; and tho we hope that Miniſter will not ſuc- 
ceed in his Negotiation, and that the Emperor, as well 
as we, will entirely keep to the Weſtphalian Treaty, 
which put out a Fire in the Empire which 'twas not 
poſſible to extinguiſh in thirty Years; yet nevertheleſs 
Prudence and ſound Policy not permitting us wholl 
to ſlight the ſecret Negotiations of the mention'd Sa- 
niſh Ambaſſador, it was in ſome ſort indiſpenſably ne- 
ceſſary to our own Security, as we have juſt ſaid, to 
meer this ng 4 in order to guard us againſt it, by 
endeavouring before the favourable Seaſon of the Year 
comes, to poſſeſs ſome Poſts in the Franche Comte, that 
we may not leave open that Entrance which they 
might otherwiſe have into our Dutchy of Burgundy, 
nor allow them the Convenience and Means to come 
and attack us. . . 
A third and acceſſary Motive which we had, tho' 
far ſhort in Strength and Conſideration of the two o- 
thers, has been to make appear to all Europe the Since- 
rity with which we, five Months ſiace, offer'd a reci- 
procal Suſpenſion of Arms, and all Attempts on forti- 
fy'd Places on both fides till the end of March; and 
alſo to check on this Subject the Petulance of the Go- 
vernor of Flanders, who poiſoning all the Remedies 
which we offer for the Miſeries of Chriltendom, in or- 
der to cure them without the leaſt delay, takes Plea- 
ſure in writing to ſeveral Princes, and by his Emiſlaries . 
to ſpread in all Places, that France in this Offer abus'd 
the whole World; that this Suſpenſion was made by 
God himſelf; and in ſhort, that it did not appear to

him for what Reaſon he ought to receive as a Favour, 


or by Interpoſition, what Time and the Seaſon of the 
Year gave him, and what even War its ſelf could rot 
deprive him of; and to fy truth, if he had gortrivd 


any 
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any Enterprize or Surprize of our Towns by the Fa- 
your of the Winter Froſts, he had been in the Right 
not to have ty'd his Hands from the Execution of it; 
but nothing having appear'd on this fide, beſides a very 
mean Deſign of ſurprizing Chatelet, for which he 
made Preparations of Ladders and Petards at Cambray, 
and in which he fail'd; but if our Arms prove ſuc- 
ceſsful in the Franche Comte, "twill be his Task to ſee 
how he can juſtifie himſelf to the Queen his Miſtreſs, 
for what his temerity or imprudence muſt have coſt 
the King her Son, whilſt he for' the ſpace of ſeven 
Months rejeted an infallible way of ſettling all the 
Spaniſh Towns in an intire ſecure Eſtate, contenting 
nimſelf inſtead of ſomething more ſolid tending to the 
Interelt of Peace, with making Declamations, which he 
took tu be very pathetical to prove to weak Intellects, 
how juſt it would be to give over a War undertaken 
againſt an Infant of the Age of fix Years, reſtore, (lays 
he) things to their firft Eſtate, and defer the deciſion 
of the Differences to -a competent Judge. But yet 
not only to make known to all Chriſtendom, but to 
convince the Marquis de Caſtel Rodrigo himſelf, that 
by the Expedition which we are going on, we have no 
deſign to raiſe any new Obſtacle to the Peace, but ra- 
ther to excite in the Minds of our Enemies ſuch 
Thoughts as may facilitate it; we declare to you, that 
what Succeſs ſoever our March may have, and what Ad- 
vantage ſoever we may obtain, if we gain any, which al - 
ways is uncertain in Deſigns and Affairs of this Nature, 
we will not for that Reaſon pretend to higher, or more 
ad vantageus Conditions of Peace, than thoſe which 
Ve have offer'd to content our ſelves with till the end 
of March; that is to ſay, that the Spaniards yield to 
us in due Form the ſole Conqueſts which we made in 
the ſpace of three Months the laſt Campaign; or that 
they give us an Equivalent, in the manner which we 
have already fignify'd to you; and from this Declars- 
tion which we make with great Sincerity, may be 
drawn an infallible Conſequence (which we think to be 
8 | F Honourable 
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Honourable and very Glorious to us) which is, that 
from this Journey which we are going to take, attend- 
ed With ſeveral Incommodities and Fatigues not to be 
avoided in thi ſon of the Year, we ſhall not rcap 
(if the Spaniards will make uſe of our good Intention) 
any other Crop than that of applying our feives in ſearch 
of the' moſt preſſing Means to diſpoſe them to Peace; 
fince it appears that we are be fore hand willing to re- 
nounce all ſort of other Advantage which may acc:ue 
to us.

We can ſay that 
ve have ſtrenuouſly endeavour'd to engage the Sani- 
ards to acquieſce in it; but have met with ſuch great 
Reliſtance, that we could not hope for any Succeſs, 

| | when 
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when we don't ſee thoſe who could ſecond our good 
Intencions, but are taking different Meaſures, enter in- 
to the ſame Sentiments: We have at laſt been ſo happy 
as to ſee our Cares ſucceed; the King of Great Britain 
having expreſs'd himſelf in fuch manner, as your Ma- 
jeſty can deſire for your Satisfaction, and ſuffering him- 
ſelf to be diſpos d to act efficacioufly in Conjunction 
with us, to induce the Saniards to give your Majeſty 
what he asks, This is what we have imparted to the 
Count 4 Eſtrados, and acquainted him, that at preſent 
we have it in our Power not only to continue to labour 
with much appearance of Succeſs, but alſo at this time 
are not afraid to anſwer for it, and to ſay that your 
Majeſty may at your Word, without the Effuſion of 
one drop of Chriſtian Blood, obtain what you ſay you 
deſire, We don't doubt but you will approve of our 
Proceedings, ſo replete with Marks of Affection and 
Zeal for your Glory and Satisfaction, as well as for 
the Repoſe of Chriſtendom, This is, Sir, what we 
thought neceſſary to acquaint your Majeſty, till we 
expreſs our ſelves more largely by the Mouth of the 
Extraordinary Ambaſſador, whom we ſhall oblige to 
ſet out the ſooneſt poſſible, to concert with you the 
Meaſures which are neceſſary to be taken to finz(h 
this great Work, to your Majeſty's Honour, and the 
Peace and Happineſs of the Univerſe.

'OU will have ſeen, Sir, by my laſt Diſpatch, 
what Monſieur de Mit ſaid to me on the arrival 

of Sir Milliam Temple, who after his Audience, preſs'd 
the concluſion of 2 . defenſive Treaty: Mon- 
ſieur de Mi, at the ſame time, ſpake of entring into an 
Engagement with the States, to bring the Sauiards to 
yield the Alternative to the King, and that in caſe of 
Refuſal they ſhould join. their Arms together to force 
them. The ſaid Temple reply'd, that the King, his 
Maſter, objecting againſt this Condition propos d by 
their Ambaſſador as too harſh, he entreated that they 
would ſubſtitute one that is ſofter, in order to enable 
them the more to. induce the Spaniards to give this Sa- 
us faction to his Majeſty; in the mean time, the Pro- 
vinces which refus d to join in the Opinion of that of 
Holland, hearing that N would enter into it, are 
agreed to it, except Utrecht, which has proteſted againſt 
it: We cannot in Conſcience, ſays that Province, force 4 
King to yield up his Dominious, After this Conſent, ob- 


tain d, they debared the going on the Inſtructions of 


Monſieur van Beaningen, which could not be done 


without this, and he will be ready to ſer out for Fraxce 


next Week. Monteur de Wit and the Commiſſioners 
then laboui'd on the Treaty with Sir William Temple, 
and communicated to me the Articles, which I did not 
like, finding matter of Objection againſt ſome, that 
they us' d too rough Terms ro extore the King's Con- 
ſent to the Peace; that alſo his Majeſty would not one 
Mome retard the acting of his Arms in caſe of the 
Spaniards Refuſal. of the Alternative; and what the 
moſt ſurpriz'd me was, that I did not ſee the Eogage- 
ment of the King of Explazd, nor of the States, to 
break effectually with the Spaxiards in calc of the 15 
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fuſal of the Conditions, with which his Majeſty con- 
rents himſelf. | | 
The Sieur de Mi ſaid that the Treaty could not be 
other wiſe conteiv'd, as well to draw in the King of 
Englard and diſengage him from Spain, as to oblige the 
Conſent of the Provinces, the want of which would 
ſtill ſtop the Concluſion, it not being ſufficient that 
Holland alone was for the Rupture; but that they 
would give the King Satisfaction on that Point, when 
Monficur van Beuningen ſhould fign the Treaty at PA. 
ris with his Mjeſty, where things ſhould be clearly 
expreſs'd, and the word Break particularly ſpecrfy'd: 
But in ſach a Republick as this, *twas neceſſary to re- 


gulate Affairs according to their Conſtitution, and take 


time when it appear'd favourable, as he had done on this 
Occaſion; that he pray'd the King to be perſwaded, 
that the States would procure his obtaining the Alter- 
native, and that the Saniards could not reſiſt the De- 


clarations which the Kings of England, Sweden, the 


States, the Dukes of Lunenberg and other Princes of 
their Allies would at the ſame time make to them, to 
yield the Alternative for the ſake of Peace. OE 

I reply'd to him, that I continu'd firm to my Opi- 
nion, and that they would know his Majeity's by his 
Anſwer to this Diſpatch ; yet they fign'd the Treaty, 
and I have ſent you a Copy which Monfieur de Wit 


brought me, confirming to me that he did not himſelf 


believe that they could have gotten England to have made 
this ſtep; that to bind it the more, he had been this 


Morning with Sir Milliam Temple, to ſignifie to the 


Spani ſo Ambaſſador that the Reſolution of the King 
of England and the States was taken to conſtrain Spain 


to make Peace on the Conditions propos'd and exprefs'd 


in the Treaty, of which they gave him a Copy. He 
was very angry, and told them that the King, his 
Maſter, would rather loſe all his Dominions, than be 
guilty of ſuch Meanneſ. He farther told me, that 
to Morrow they would conſider on ſending Deputies 
to Caſtel Rodrigo, and tell him the ſame, and that

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Temple would go on the part of the King of England 
with the ſaid Deputies; that he would write by the 
the next Poſt to Madrid to the Daich Ambaſſador, to 
declare to the Queen and her Council the Reſolution 
which the States have taken, and that he would not o- 
mit any thing which could advance the Peace, purſuant 
to the propos d Conditions, + NN 0.4 

If the Province of Holland had not continu'd firm to 
its firſt Opinion, and the others had been ſeparated as they 
endeavour'd to do, they would have been engag d to 
the defence of the Netherlands, without its having 
been in the Power of Meſſieurs de Mit, van Benningen 
and I to have hindred it, and that by a tumultuary Re- 
ſolution: The Spaniards had at that time diſpers'd thro” 
the Cities and Provinces à Letter from England, which 
contain d that Monſieur de Rwvigny propos d to the 
King of England a League Offenſive and Defenſive a- 
gainſt all, and particularly the States; that the two 
Kings ſhould divide Flanders, and that Zealand ſhould 
be allotted to England, and Brabant to the King, pre- 
ſuppoſing by this League the declaring War againſt 
the States; it contain'd beſides ſome other impertinene 
Articles. The Cities of Holland did not fall into this 
Snare; the Provinces made uſe of it to continue more 
obſtinate; but at preſent that rub is remov'd, and their 
deſign diſcover'd. 

I find ſeveral Deputies of my Friends in pain, con- 
cerning the manner of my expreſſing my ſelf to Monſ. 
de Wit and them, on the Treaty of England. I am nor 
unea ſie at leaving them ſo, in order to draw thence 28 
much advantage 3s is poſſible for the King, when the 
Treaty which Monſieur van Beuningen is to propoſe 
ſhall be concluded, and certainly they will yield ſome 
things which they would nor, if they believ'd the King 
was content, I ſhall remain in the Sentiment which I 
have declar'd to them, 'till farther Order.

ä * E laſt News from Madrid bring that the Ex- 
i ſb Ambaſſador ſer out on the 5th of this Month 
for Liabou, to offer there from the Queen of Spain to 
treat of Peace with Portugal, directly from King to 
King; but the Prince Regent, who by this time will 
be crown'd King in the Aſſembly of the States of the 
Realm, which were to begin their Seſſion the 20th, 
has written to the King, by the Queen's Secretary; who 
arriv'd here Yeſterday; that he will not accept that 
Offer, nor make any Accommodation but in Conjut» 
ction with this Crown, purſuant to the Treaty which 
he has with it; that on the 6th, the Marquiſs of C4- 
racene dy d of an Abceſs, two Days after being made 
Preſident of the Council of Flanders: This was the 
only General of her Nation, which Spain had; that 
the reſt of the Fleet was ſafely arriv'd at Cadiz, aud 
that freſh Difficulties aroſe about the departure of Dos 
Fobn of Auſtria for the Netherlands ; he demands new 
Conditions, which tis not eaſie to grant him.

It ought not to be left without an Anſwer, and if I 
have a Moments leiſure after the King's departure, I 
will apply my ſelf to jt, but under the Name of ſome 
diſintereſted Foreigners, aot being willing publickly to 
engage ſuch a Man as ſola; but neither is the 
King's juſt Cauſe to be abandon'd, nor the Sincerity 
and Moderation of his Proceedings, on which account 
all Princes diſintereſted in this War, rather owe to the 
King their utmoſt Praiſes and great Thaoks, than any 
reflection on thoſe Libels which aim at the taxing of 
his Conduct.

of ſix Regiments, and a-Regiment of Dragoons, which 
are to be made twelve thouſand Men. The Letter 


which the Deputies wrote to the Provinces to obtain 
their Conſent; is what is commonly practis'd after a 


Propoſal is made, and is of no Conſequence; and I did 
not think it a thing fit to be ſent to you, ſince it muſt 
return to the Council of State, to whom the Affairs of 


the Militia are committed, the Opinion of which has 
not been given above four Days, and contains that they 
ſhall take fix thouſand Men of the Duke of Brunſiuich's 
Forces, and if they cannot furniſh ſuch a large Body, 
they will recruit the old Companies of Dragoons, ard 
give Order to the Marſhal Mits to raiſe a German Re- 
giment of. ſixteen Companies of an hundred Men each, 


and ſupply what ſhall be wanting of that number of 


twelve thouſand Men propos d, by the railing of ba- 
ticular Companies, which ſhall be incorporated in the 
Regiments to render them compleat; this, Sir, is the 
true Reſolution which was taken but four Days ſince, 
only in the Council of.

ſon. I have imparted this happy Succeſs to the States, 
who deputed Monſieur de Mit to me, to expreſs the 
Joy which this Conqueſt gave them, hoping that *twill 
advance the Peace, by convincing the Spaniards in 
what neceſlity they are of ſpeedily agreeing to the Al- 
ternative. I then ſpoke to him concerning what is 
mention'd in your Diſpatch of the Propoſal made by 
the States Deputies to Caſte! Rodrigo, of a Suſpenſion of 
Arms till the end of March, as if the King conſented 
to it: I told him, that he well knew that his Majeſty 
diſengag'd himſelf from his Word above fix Weeks 
paſt; that he had given Advice of it to the Princes of 
the Empire, and that I my ſelf had told it him from 
the King, to the end that he might not be ſurpriz'd if 
any Expedition of War happen'd; thit the King could 
not be charg'd with breach of Promiſe ; that [ had rea- 
fon to complain, that the States Deputies had not ex- 
preſꝰ d the Suſpenſion of Arms in the form in which it was 
propos d by the King, which was a Suſpenſion of al At- 
tempts on the ſtrong Places, which is ſomething very 
different; thit this, join'd with the unkindneſs with 
which he refus'd me a Copy of the ſecret Articles, of 
which I know the Contents, on the Rupture which the

the Alternative, to which they oblige him on the Renun- 
ciation, and on the point of Portugal; that th's whole 
Procedure gave me an ill Opinion of the Succeſs of 
Haſieur vas Beuningens Journey. He anſwer'd me, 
hit 'twas true that their Deputies had order to pro- 
roſe a Suſpenſion of Arms to Caſtel Rodrigo till the end 
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of March, but that they did not ſay that the King con-

Rodrigo's Letter to the States, and the Extract of that 
of their Deputies. After the firſt Conference, Iremark'd 
to him, as you rightly concluded, what Ca/tel Rodrigo 
would do, ſince he antwers as if the King had accepted 
the Suſpenſion of Arms, and that he will not fail to 
make uſe of it, as tho' his Majeſty had broken his Word ; 
and that he even anſwers in a different manner from 
that which the Deputies write, they ſpake to him; and

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At the Moment which I am writing to you, we ex- 
pect his Majeſty to day or to morrow : Gray is ſur- 
rendred as well as Dole, as is alſo Joux, which is a 
ſmall Paſſage for Waggons out of the Franche Cumte in- 
to Switzerland.

Our Libel-maker, Monſieur de I Iſela, is at preſent 
in our Hands, as far as concerns his Poſt, and all his E- 
ſtate in the Franche Comte.

I Have juſt receiv'd your Diſpatch of the 24th of the 
laſt Month, which informs us of the King's Re- 
turn in good Health, and the entire Conqueſt of the 
Franche Comte by his Majeſty, he having ſucceſsfully 
finiſh'd the Reduction of Gray and Foxx, which were 
the only fortify'd Places which remain d unconquer'd 
in this Province. Tho' Monſieur de Mi came to com- 
pliment me on it from the States, I can yet ſcarce be- 
lieve, by all that paſs'd, that their Joy is ſo great. Mon- 
fieur van Beuningen being now arriv'd, you will ſoon 
judge by his Diſcourſe, if there be any room to hope 
for Peace: But, in caſe of War, be aſſur'd, Sir, that 
the States will not be in a Poſture to get their Army in- 
to the Field to act theſe three Months; they may ſend 
ſeparate Bodies into the neighbouring Towns of Ant- 
werp, Bruges and Ghent, but not an Army to keep the 
Field, and oppoſe the King's Deſigns; they have com- 
manded three Regiments of Infantry, and one of Ca- 
valry, to reinforce the Garriſon of Maſtricht.

and rough manner to the Maiquiſs, and with mena» 
cing to break, if he did not accept of the Alternative,

I| Receiv'd, Sir, your Diſpatch of the zoth of the 
laſt Month. At another time the King's Project 
had been receiv'd with a better Grace than it has. 
The Provinces take the two Points to be Contrary to 
the Treaty which the States have made with England, 
and that to conſent to them is to quit the Engagement 
which they are enter'd into with him. Monſieur de 
Wit, and Holland, were of Opinion to ſtep over this 


- Conlideration, and to ſend the Project, ſo as *tis couch'd, 


to their D puties at Bruſſels, and order them to pre- 
ſent them to Caſtel Rodrigo, and preſs him to fign it, 
28 being a Rela ive to the Alternative, which was car- 
ry'd after many Conceſts, You cannot, Sir, believe 
the Diviſions which aroſe amongſt the States wn the 
Debates: Monſieur de Mit manag d himſelf cautiouſly,

them fifceen Days time to enter into their Country

Me van Beuningen writes Letters hither to 


his Friends in ſuch Terms, which give great 
Suſpicion of the King's good Intentions for the Peace, 
and it ſcems that there are ſome People in France which 
he gives Credit to, which inſpire in him thoſe ill Sen- 


- timents, which are not unknown to Caſtel Rodrigo, he 


having on that diſpatcht a Courier to Don Eftevas dt 
Gamarra, to deſire Aſſiſtance from the States, on the 
Suppoſition that the King will not prolong the Suſpen- 
ſion of Arms beyond the roth of April, and that his 
Majeſty is to march the next Day with three Armies 
directly to Bruſſels; he requires that they inſtantly ſerd 
him four thouſand Men, and that they be follow'd with 
fix thouſand a few days after, and that they continue 
to ſend him beſides four thouſand Foot and a conſide- 
rable Body of Horſe, without which Bruſſels runs + 
great Riſque of being loſt. ESE 

The States have not taken any great Notice of the 
aboveſaid Memorial, and anſwer'd that it ſhould be put 
into the Hands of the Deputies to examine and make 
a Report of it, which is a way which the States make 
uſe of when they defign to refuſe what is 25K d of 
them. 

By the diligence of the States in haſtening the March

IF your Diſpatch of the 5th of this Month, 
Since five of the Provinces have ſo ill acknowledeg'd 
the King's Sincerity, when he order'd his Comimilite- 
ners to draw up a Project of the Treaty of Peace, and 
me to fign it, againſt which Monſieur v Beuningen 
himſelf had nothing to fay ; and that it appears by that, 
that if his Majeſty ſhould fign the Goſpel, they would. 
not accept it as proceeding from Benevolence, ir may 
hereafter happen that they may not always find him fo 
eafte, and that his Majeſty may not be ſo much con- 
cern'd as hitherto, that he might not ſuffer his Friends 
to fall headlong into the Perplexity into which the Spa- 
niards would throw them, that they might cxtricate 
themſelves, as well as they could; inſtead of the great 
Thanks which his Majeſty had reaſon to expect for his 
Project, and permitted me to write to you to tell in

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Conſiderations. But I am ſufficiently acquainted with 
the Humour of a Populace, not to be ſurpriz'd at ny 
of its Actions, how ridiculous ſaever it may be: But 
what ſurprizes me really is, that Monſieur de Mit, not 
only has not receiv'd theſe great Advances with Reſpect, 
Gratitude and Warmth, but that he ſpake to you in 
ſuch Terms, that I may very well venture to ſay, that

to this. The Advices which the King has from Aix la 
Chapelle and Bruſſels, don't bring what Monſieur de Wit 
told you ig the laſt place, concerning the Orders 
which Caſtel Rodrigo ſent to the Baron de Ber Jeb to 
ſign the Project which we have drawn up and i; accef= 
ted by the Miniſters of England and Holland; but he 
finds on the contrary that the "Spaniards have out of 
expreſs Deſign already by their Tergiverſations, occa- 
ſton'd the Loſs'*6f nine or ten Days of a time which 
1s very precious; for all things were adjuſted here on 
the 15th, and on the 286th Terple was not arriv'd at 
che Aſſembly, nor had the Baron of Begejck receiv'd 
any order to ſign the ſaid Project; but on the contrary, 
Cayils at it on the Foot of the fine and judicious Re- 
marks of the Baton de.1ſola, pretending to make ſeve- 
ral Alterations in it.
